The publica- 
tion of the recent government statis- 
tics showing our imports of crude glyc- 


erine for the fiscal year ending June 
last has occasioned some interesting 
comments in the local trade. According 


to this authority, we drew upon sources 
abroad for the period about 40,000.000 
pounds, or nearly 1,000,000 pounds less 
than for the previous twelve months, 
but about 4,000,000 pounds more than 
for the year ending June, 1909. Analyz- 
ing these comparisons, an authority in 
the local trade raises the reasonable 
inference that the high prices for glyc- 
erine last year could not seemingly 
be justified on the theory of increased 


consumption in this country, for our 
requirements of foreign ‘crude were 
not only lower than for the former 


period, but less glycerine was undoubt- 
edly produced in this country. If then 
we are left with the theory of scarcity 
of crude abroad to account for the 
unusual boom of last year, the figures 


we have called into consideration do 
not offer a reasonable supporting 
premise. In occasional treatment of 


glycerine we have referred to the possi- 
bility of the bearing of a substitute for 
the product in the manufacture of ex 
plosives as a factor of undoubted effect 
upon the general market. The greatest 
stimulus to replacing the more or less 


speculative commodity was offered by 
the extremity of last year’s prices, and 
We are advised that a substantial in- 
road has been gained by a product in 
which ammonia is an important con- 
stituent. The leading manufacturing 
interests have lately waged a more 


vigorous campaign for the introduction 
of their later specialty, and while it 
cunnet supplant dynamite glycerine as 
claims are made that it will 
curtail its use by fully twenty-five per 
cent. There many details of the 
general glycerine situation which do 
not admit of convincing analysis at

FIRM FEATURES AMONG THE 
ESSENTIAL OIL 


Recent developments among the es- 
sential oils have been of a character to 
lunpart an unusual degree of interest 
to the general market, bringing the 
leading items to an exceptionally fa- 
position so far as sellers are 
concerned, Advances have been the rule 
and the few declines have involved the 
articles of comparatively minor signifi- 
cance. Probably the most persistently 
instance is co be found in 
of lemon during the last 
the present basis being 
fully ten per cent. in excess of that of 
a month ago.

2.25 late in June to $2.60 at this time. 
The consistency of this course is found 
in the quickening of the demand for 
import, reflecting its influence upon 
the primary market, which during July 
is said to have scored advances aggre- 
gating fifty cents or more. For the 
limited supplies of oil abroad holders 
name the equivalent of $2.50, duty paid, 
while for October-November shipment 
of new prices are in buyers’ favor by 
the relatively small margin of twenty- 
five cents. While the course of berga- 
mot has been similar to that of lemon 
and orange, the conditions governing 
bergamot do not appear to have been 
of the same convincing character as 
affecting the other essences. Since 
early July we have recorded an up- 
ward movement from $4.25 to $4.60 for 
bergamot, but generally over this 
period the local market has remained 
below the primary parity. In some in- 
stances the cost to import has been 
placed at $5 or more, but the essence 
at this level shuts off the demand to a 
considerable extent, as substitution can 
be readily effected. We are advised 
there is no dearth of stocks of berga- 
mot available for shipment from Sicily 
and the soundness of the present situ- 
ation is questioned. 

Another item which has held a prom- 
inent place in the late market events 
has been otto of rose. Since the distil- 
lation of the present crop in June there 
have been repeated manifestations of 
the bullish course of the primary mar- 
ket, based on reports of a materially 
reduced yield. While statistics re- 
ceived from leading sources abroad 
purport to confirm this disparaging 
condition, there is still much diversity 
of opinion as to the actual situation in 
Bulgaria. Last year’s figures, which 
have been used as a basis of compari- 
son with those of the current season, 
show almost as much variance, it 
seems to be impossible to arrive at any 
satisfactory conclusion with regard to 
the yield. Comparatively little signifi- 
cance is attached to the records of ex- 
ports of the otto from producing dis- 
tricts, as the practice of sophistication 
undoubtedly covers much of the genuine 
product. There are recognized brands 
on the market which enjoy a prestige

The company says concern- 
ing it that “it represents in its combi- 
nation a new chemical entirely differ- 
ent from that of acetanilid, phenacetin, 
raorphine, acetphenetidin or antipyrine, 
possessing the same therapeutic action 
without the depressing effect on the 
heart.” 


The work of connecting the buildiigs 
at Pratt and Concord streets, pur- 
chased some time ago by McCormick 
& Co., with the older structure in which 
the firm carries on operations, in Bal- 
timore, is going on and some of the 
departments have already been moved 
to the recently acquired structures. 
Among the departments moved are the 
printing plant and the tea packing di- 
vision. The addition will give the firm 
much needed room and three fronts on 
wide streets, with plenty of light. 


The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion has ordered an investigation of 
the new individual joint rates and 
charges for transportation of packing 
houses’ products on more than five 
hundred railroads. The tariffs of the 
reads made to become effective August 
18 have been suspended to December 
16. A number of “relief orders” under 
the fourth section, the long and short 
haul, pending investigation, were grant- 
ed to various railroads in the matter 
of bituminous coal class rates and com- 
modity rates.

It is hoped 
that the colony will be able to produce 
camphor in sufficient quantities to 
compete with the exporters from China 
and Formosa, who at present control 
the market. It is further stated that a 
method of obtaining the camphor from 
the leaves, that is to say without de- 
stroying the tree, has been successfully 
practiced at the Biological Station. 


The N. B. Cook Oil Company, of 148 
Front stret, New York city, in its ad- 
vertisement in this week’s issue of the 
Reporter, «gain call attention to the dif- 
ference in cost between refined men- 
haden fish oil and linseed oil.

of the quality of the cheaper candies 
manufactured and sold in Pennsyl- 
vania, State Dairy and Food Commis- 
sioner James Foust has issued a pre- 
liminary report which shows that of 
253 samples taken in over forty coun- 
ties, only four samples or less than 
2 per cent. were found to be adulter- 
ated. Three of these had tale as coat- 
ing and the fourth contained sulphur 
dioxide. ‘The tests made by the Penn- 
Sylvania chemists were for terra alba, 
sulphur dioxide, salicylic acid, benzoic 
acid, saccharine and other stuffs com- 
monly used in the past. In years gone 
by as high as fifty per cent. of the 
samples collected showed adulteration.

A general report on Russian oil seed 
prospects as at June 25-July 7 this year, 
Suys the weather in the spring and 
early summer proved unfavorable for 
the development of the oil seed sow- 
ings in several parts of European Rus- 
sia, and, as is known, the spring was 
unusually late. Generally, however, 
allowing for both good and bad reports, 
the position is just called satisfactory. 
There is no tendency to show confi- 
dence. Linseed generally is called sat- 
isfactory, particularly seed plants. 
Given no further vagaries of the 
weather the linseed crop will be a 
g00d one. Practically the same is said 
of hemp; though there are districts 
where it has not done well. The sun- 
flower crop is doing well. In the prin- 
cipal regions of its cultivation, i. e., 
the Northern Caucasus, it is now in 
bloom and in the Don region it is mak- 
ing good progress, as also in the Kursk 
and Poltava provinces. But the Sara- 
toff and Tamboff, etc., reports are not 
quite so good, being under average. 
Reports on mustard seed from Sama- 
ra, Saratoff and Astrachan are poor. 
Rapeseed is expected to make quite a 
satisfactory harvest. 


The trade in coloring materials in 
Shanghai and Tientsin is always more 
or less inconsiderable during the sum- 
mer months, owing to the native dyers 
desisting from active work during that 
period, says an English exchange. Au- 
tumn is the best time for the importa- 
tion of such specialties. The prices of 
coloring materials vary considerably, 
varying not only according to quality 
but also the reputation of the manu- 
facturers; consequently products of 
equal value often sell at different fig- 
ures. As trade marks or “chops” are 
a sine qua non in China, it is extreme- 
ly difficult to introduce new marks in 
rivalry with those already established 
in popular favor. At present the mar- 
ket is largely in the hands of German 
firms at Elberfeld, Hochst, and Ber- 
lin, who supply the druggists with 
small bottles of color which the na- 
tives buy and use to dye their goods 
themselves. In the dstricts in question 
there is a considerable consumption of 
scarlet, whch is used for dyeing visit- 
ing cards, foodstuffs, hair ribbons, etc. 
Eosin has gone out of fashion because 
of its high prices. Blue is imported 
from England in small quantities.

Rule of Reason Applied to Dr. Wiley. 
Boston, Aug. 14, 1911.

I notice a very bitter attack on my 
friend, Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, in the St. 
Louis Republican, in the course of which 
occurs the following remark:—‘‘The auto- 
cratic methods of those who, far removed 
from the people, imagine themselves to be 
securely intrenched in office, and who seek 
constantly to extend their power, demon- 
strate anew the wisdom of the framers of 
the Federal Constitution in limiting the 
powers of the Federal Government and re- 
serving absolutely to the several States 
the powers not expressly granted to the 
Government of the Union.” 

[ beg through your columns the privilege 
of pointing out to the gentleman who 
wrote this article, the fact that the fram- 
ers of the Federal Constitution never so 
limited the powers of the Federal Govern- 
ment. That if they had so done the State 
in which St. Louis is situated could not 
have been annexed to the United States, 
and that the third President of the United 
States, Thomas Jefferson, who was elect- 
ed to office as a strict constructionist, 
nevertheless, signed the bill which added 
to the territory of the United States a 
vast area which he had previously said he 
did not think could be constitutionally ac- 
quired in this manner. 

I beg further to point out to this gen- 
tleman that President Lincoln had to ap- 


ply the rule of reason to the United 
States Constitution in order to find any 
warrant for coercion of the seceding 
States, for no such warrant is explicitly 
stated in the Constitution of the United 
States, and I hope that the 1ule of reason 
will also be applied to the situation aris- 
ing in connection with Dr. Harvey W.

Connecticut Painters Meet. 
OUTING OF THE STATE SOCIETY AT 
MORRIS COVE. 


The Connecticut State Society of Mas- 
ter House Painters and Decorators held 
an outing and dinner at the Tabard Inn, 
Morris Cove, about five miles from New 
Haven, on Saturday afternoon, August 12, 

Before the dinner there was a business 
meeting. F. Henry Monroe, president of 
the State society, welcomed the members 
and visitors in a brief address, and then 
called upon William G. Baxter, of Hart- 
ford, president of the International Asso- 
ciation of Master House Painters and Dec- 
orators of the United States and Canada, 
who spoke of the advantages of organiza- 
tion among the master painters. Chief 
Organizer Alexander Peters of Boston 
spoke of the efforts being made to 
strengthen the International Association 
and gave advice in regard to organization 
work and the practical results accom- 
plished by it. He was followed by F. P. 
Van Hoesen, president of the Rochester 
(N. Y.) local association, who urged his 
hearers to make every effort to visit the 
international convention to be held in that 
city February 13, 14, 15 and 16, 1912. 

George Whigelt, of New York, was then 
introduced, and after showing a portable 
machine by which the painter can mix 
paints in small quantities, showed a num- 
ber of interesting tests for paint mate- 
rials, Every painter, he said, should have 
three things, lime water, white paper and 
a 10 per cent. solution of caustic soda. 
Shaking up lime water with equal parts 
of soya bean oil, corn oil and pure linseed 
oil, he showed that each saponified readily, 
but the color was quite different, and he 
said that comparison of a suspected sam- 
ple of linseed oil with a standard sample 
would quickly indicate by the color of the 
resulting soap how much it was adulter- 
ated. The presence of mineral oil would 
be indicated by drops on the side of the 
bottle, gradually rising to form a layer of 
mineral oil on the top. 

With the white paper the painter can 4 
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readily test turpentine by evaporation. If 
the time is less. than five minutes or 
greater than seven, adulteration should be 
suspected. 

Caustic soda will indicate whether a 
color is limeproof, and will also indicate 
whether ochers or other earth colors have 
been toned up by use of aniline or chro- 
mate of lead colors. 

About forty sat down to the shore din- 
ner, which followed the meeting. After 
coffee had been served International Pres- 
ident William G. Baxter was called upon 
for a speech, at the conclusion of which 
the members adjourned to enjoy a trip 
across the harbor to Savin Rock, where 
the balance of the evening was spent.

Federal Insecticide Law. 


Washington, Aug. 18, 1911. 


From the office of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture has just been issued a statement 
covering the methods to be pursued by tbe 
department enforcing the provisions of the 
insecticide act of 1910. This statement 
shows the purposes of the act and the 
facts connected with the designation of 
the scientific board made up of officials 
from the different bureaus in the depart- 
ment to aid in enforcing the law. The 
statement by the Secretary is as _ fol- 
lows:— 


Under the provisions of section 4 of the in- 
secticide act of 1910 the Department of <Agri- 
culture is charged with the duty of examining 
specimens of insecticides, paris greens, lead 
arsenates and fungicides for the purpose of 
determining from such examination whether 
such articles are adulterated or misbranded 
within the meaning of the act, and subsequent- 
ly recommending such legal action, if any, as 
the findings may warrant. 

Sections 1 and 2 of the act are especially ap- 
plicable to persons engaged in trade in the 
above articles in the Territories and insular 
possessions of the United States, viz., Alaska, 
Arizona, Hawaii, New Mexico, Philippine Is- 
lands and Porto Rico, in view of the fact that 
the manufacture or sale of any adulterated or 
misbranded insecticide, paris green, lead ar- 
senate or fungicide within the Territories is 
punishable by fine or imprisonment. An _ in- 
secticide or fungicide is any substance or mix- 
ture of substances intended to be used for pre- 
venting, destroying, repelling or mitigating any 
insects or fungi in any environment whatso- 
ever. Inquiries on the part of those interested 
may be addressed to the Insecticide and Fungi- 
cide Board, Department of Agriculture, Wash- 
ington, D. C., to whom application may be 
made for copies of the law and rules and regu- 
lations for its enforcement. 

The Insecticide and Fungicide Board, com- 
posed of four members selected from the sci- 
entific staffs of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try, the Bureau of Plant Industry, the Bureau 
of Entomology and the Bureau of Chemistry, 
was organized by the Secretary of Agriculture 
to assist him in enforcing the provisions of the 
insecticide act of 1910 as provided by law, and 
has just issued Decision No. 1, relating to the 
subject of insect powders.

Selling Poisons in Philadelphia. 


PAINT DEALERS PROSECUTED FOR AL- 
LEGED VIOLATIONS OF THE STATE 
PHARMACY LAW. 


Philadelphia, Aug. 17, 1911. 


The Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical Ex- 
amining Board this week temporarily 
turned its attention from the crusade 


against the illegal sale and use of nar- 
cotic drugs and issued warrants for eigh- 
teen paint dealers on the charge of selling 
poisons illegally. All of the accused are 
retailers. Dr. Christopher Koch,  vice- 
president of the State board, says that in 
all affidavits have been made in about 
sixty-five cases. 

This was an entirely unexpected move 
on the part of the board's forces, and it 
is the first time that a similar crusade has 
been waged in this city. Generally speak- 
ing, these paint dealers are charged with 
failing to conform to the State laws, reg- 
ulating the sale of carbolic acid, cyanide 
of potassium, bichloride of mercury and 
oxalic acid, poisons used in the arts and 
trades, but, it is charged, also used by 
many suicides and homicides that have 
occurred in this city in recent years. The 
crusade will probably be carried through- 
out the State. 

The Pennsylvania statutes, for violation 
of which the present arrests have been 
made, are an amendment to the “Car- 
bolic Acid law” of 180, regulating the 
sale of poisons, and section 10 of the sup- 
plement to the Pharmacy act, which was 
approved March 18, 1909. 

According to Dr. Koch, the defendants 
in the majority of these cases have vio- 
lated both these laws. It is charged that 
detectives for the State board have gone 
from one store to another purchasing car- 
belie acid, cyanide, bichloride or oxalic 
acid, and that in most cases the bottles 
or packages contained no label as to the 
amount or character of the contents. In 
some instances the seller failed to put 
his label on the bottle or package, and 
in only a few cases, it is said, were the 
sales registered. In one or two instances, 
when the detective gave his name and an 
address outside Philadelphia county, it 
apparently made no difference, although 
one of the laws specifies that the person 
must be known to be a resident of the 
town or place in which the sale is made. 
In only a few cases was there any at- 
tempt made by the seller to ascertain the 
use to which the various poisons pur- 
chased were to be applied. 

None of the accused were retail drug- 
gists, and it is claimed that the crusade 
is being undertaken with the sole idea 
of protecting the public health by max- 
ing it more difficult for persons to se- 
cure the means with which to take life. 


This condition was pointed out at the 
June meeting of the Pennsylvania Phar- 
maceutical Association when it jas 


shown that while the drug trade was 
made to observe the most severe re- 
strictions in the selling of poisons, it was 
possible for those who wished them to 
get them from many retail paint stores 
without being obliged to answer any ques- 
tions. : 

For the past two months agents of the 
board have been scouring the city, call- 
ing upon those who sold paints, acids and 
similar supplies at retail. The detectives 
in most instances were given the poisons 
thev asked for in whiskey and beer 


bottles.

Proposed Chemical Schedule, 
IMPORTANT CHANGES IN CUSTOMS DU- 
TIES ON A GREAT VARIETY OF SUCH 
ARTICLES IS TACKED ONTO THE 
OVERMAN COTTON BILL—CHEMICAL 
INDUSTRY VITALLY INTERESTED IN 
THE AMENDMENTS, ABOUT WHICH 
PRACTICALLY NOTHING HAS BEEN 
HEARD. 
Washington, Aug. 18, 1911. 

The most elaborate proposition for 
treating a revision of the chemical sched- 
ule is that of an amendment to the cot- 
ton goods tariff reduction bill proposed by 
Senator Overman of North Carolina. Mr. 
Overman's amendment to he cotton bill 
covers the entire chemical schedule, and 
is important in that it proposes to 
abolish all specific duties in the schedule 
and establish ad valorem rates of duty. 
The ad valorem rates of the Overman 
amendment range from 10 to 20 per cent. 
lower than the rates of the existing tariff 
law. 

A variety of reasons might be given for 
the action of Senator Overman in thus 
proposing an amendment of this character 
to the cotton schedule at this time. The 
North Carolina Senators are opposing the 
passage at present of the cotton tariff re- 
duction bill, which has passed the House 
of Representatives and is now under con- 
sideration in the Senate. This opposition 
by the North Carolina Senators is un- 
derstood to have the sympathy of Sen- 
ators from other cotton manufacturing 
States of the South as well as those of 
New England. The reason given is that 
the reductions proposed by the cotton bill 
are so heavy as to threaten serious com- 
petition on foreign cotton goods in the

The prop- 
osition contained in the Overman amend- 
ment, relating to the chemical schedule is 
intended to increase the foreign competi- 
tion on chemicals in the United States, 
and thus possibly bring about a reduc- 
tion in priees of chemicals that are em- 
ployed in manufaeturing. 

Indeed this is one of the problems that 
confronts Congress in dealing with the 
tariff schedule by schedule, as has heen 
proposed by the Democratic majority in 
the House, and which is favored by the 
coaliticn majority composed of Democrats 
and low tariff Republican members of the 
Senate. It is recognized, however, that in 
all the changes now being proposed in 
such schedules as those relating to wool 
and woolens, cotton goods, etc., if the 
duties should become a law as proposed 
the results might be singularly disadvan- 
tageous to American manufacturers, who 
would be subjected to competition on for- 
eign goods without being able to reduce 
the cost of produetion in the United States 
on account of the continued high prices 
of machinery, materials, chemicals, ete., 
that constitute important factors in pro- 
duction. : 

The Overman amendment relating to the 
chemical schedule would be of serious im- 
portanze to the chemical industry of the 
United States were it not that at this 
time there seems to be little prospect that 
the Serate will favorably consider such 
an amendment to the cotton bill, or to 
any other measure, and even if it should 
pass both houses of Congress there stands 
before it the probability, as is well under- 
stood here at this time, that President 
Taft contemplates vetoeing any tariff leg- 
islation that shall be passed during the 
present session, and until the Tariff 
Board shall have reported on the various 
items touched in the tariff schedules.

Markets. 





Minneapolis. 

Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 16, 1911. 

The strength in spot flaxseed has been 
the feature of the market at Minneapolis 
this week. Arrivals have been extremely 
light and, with a fair demand for prompt 
shipment oil, crushers have been in the 
market for seed. This brought about stiff 
competition for what little there was for 





sale, with the result that premiums of 
%»@Ne. per bushel were not uncommon 


this week. Not much threshing has been 
done in the country as yet and offerings 
to arrive have been very light. The fact 
that to arrive seed has been selling at 
such a big discount under spot of course 
kept shippers from offering. They pre- 
fer to run into market what little they 
have rather than offer it to arrive. 

it is not unusual for commission men 
to get offers of small parcels of old seed 
from the country for quick shipment. 
Several reported offerings of this kind this 
week. Holders, however, ask for and 
usually receive a good premium for this 
old seed over what new is selling at. 

The spread in cash prices this week has 
been about llc. per bushel, ranging from 
$2.30 to $2.40. Two cars of No. 2 flax early 
in the week sold at $2.23. The spread in 
to arrive prices, however, was about 30c. 
At the close to-day spot seed is 12c. 
higher than a week ago and to arrive 51sc. 
Compared with a year ago spot seed is 
sec. lower and to arrive 27%c. lower. 

Receipts of flaxseed for the week end- 
ed August 12 decreased just 20,000 bushels. 
Arrivals were 13,600 bushels, compared 


with 17,500 a year ago. Shipments were 
1,800 bushels and terminal stocks were 
reduced 6,098 bushels. They are now at 


low ebb for the year, being only a little 
over 1,100 bushels. 

As at Minneapolis, cash seed occupied a 
strong position at Duluth last week. Min- 


neapolis crushers were in the market 
constantly and took all cash offerings, 
however small, regardless of the price 


asked, Total transactions, however, were 
light on account of the meager arrivals. 
Local stocks are in strong hands and are 
not for sale. The strength in spot seed 
stimulated activity in the deferred op- 
tions. These advanced somewhat, though 
the gains were not so pronounced as in 
the cash article. The fact that consum- 
ers of flaxseed products look for and ex- 
pect lower prices during September and 
October keeps them from bidding now for 
their requirements upon the present basis 
of the options. This naturally in turn 
restrains crushers, so that dealers in the 
options are not as heavy as might nat- 











urally be expected at this ason. Com- 
pared with other years, traders say the 
volume of business passing is rather 
small. 

Duluth receipts are light, only 1,516 


bushels arriving for the week ended Au- 
gust 12. In the same _ period 
bushels were shipped out, making a net 
decrease in stocks of 13,763 bushels.

Jubbing demand for small lots of oil is 
good. In itself, it is sufficient to absorb 
the current output as mills are still oper- 
ating on a small scale because of the 
light flaxseed receipts. At present only 
two mills are running, but the other com- 





panies have their plants in readiness to 
commence crushing as soon as supply 
eonditions warrant. The sharp advance 


in spot seed has resulted in higher prices 
for oil. Mills have been forced to advance 
their quotations 3@6c. since last Wednes- 
day. At present raw oil for prompt ship- 
ment is quoted at S0@S82c. per gallon 
f. o. b. Minneapolis in car lots. 

Based on their oil productiveness, it is 
said that receipts of new flaxseed so far 
have been very unsatisfactory. The qual- 
ity of the early seed received to date has 
been below normal, and at the prices paid 
for same the purchases have been profit- 
less to the crusher. As a matter of fact, 
spot seed this week at times commanded 
as high a price as a year ago, while the 
oil produced brought the consumer 64@7c. 
per gallon less. Of course, this was par- 
tially offset by the higher prices obtained 
for the by-products. 


A fair inquiry is reported by some 
erushers for future shipment oil, but 
sales so far have been comparatively 
light. Based on October seed quotations, 


Minneapolis mills are asking nominaliy 
about 67¢c. per gallon for raw oil for fu- 
ture delivery. This price seems compara- 
tively low, but so far offerings have not 
met with ready acceptance. 
LINSEED OIL CAKE AND MEAL, 

The foreign situation has shown added 
strength this week. There seems to be an 
acute scarcity of oil cake on the Conti- 
nent, and importers are willing to pay a 


sliff premium for supplies for quick or 
nearby shipment. They advanced their 
bids 25e. this week to the basis of $33.25 
per ton f. 0. b. Minneapolis for August- 
September shipment. For October or late) 
shipment, however, mills ask $31.50 per 
ton. The fact that the oil mills are still 


handicapped by light receipts of raw ma- 
terial prevents them from doing much 
business at the higher prices. Some busi- 
ness is passing, but it is small in com- 
parison with the number of bids received 
from abroad.

far ahead without first buying the seed 
and selling the oil represented. Even 
though harvesting of new crop is now un- 
der way, offerings of seed from the coun- 
tty are anything but plentiful. 

_Domestie inquiry is brisk. Demand for 
linseed oil meal keeps unusually active 
for this season of the year, and even 
though mills are asking a big premium 
for oil meal, they are obtaining it with- 
out trouble. Feeders apparently for some 
reason are using proportionately more cil 
meal than formerly and this, in conjune- 
tion with the light output, has placed 
meal On an abnormally high basis. Quo- 
tations are steady at $35 per ton f. o. b. 
Minneapolis in car lots, or $2 per ton 
nore than a year ago at this time, Mills 
are offering only small cars for prompt 
shipment. Naturally, the demand for de- 
ferred delivery is limited, buyers expect- 
ing a break in prices as soon as new seel 
begins to move freely.

Minneapolis, Minn., Aug. 16, 1911.

much of the flax now has enough mois- 
ture to carry it through to maturity. Of 
course, it has been beneficial to late fields, 
but there is always the danger of early 
frosts and the rainy weather may prevent 


other fields from ripening. What is 
needed now is a dry, warm spell. 

That the rain has done good is shown 
by the reports from North Dakota. A 
Grand Forks dispatch says that the 
rains have been a wonderful boon to 
the State’s flax crop. In Hettinger, La 
Moure, Adams, Kidder and Dickey 


counties the precipitation was heavy and 
the soil was thoroughly soaked. In the 
two latter counties the prospects are for 
a yield of flaxseed of from ten to twenty 
bushels per acre. New Rockford also re- 
ports a good crop. x 
Professor H. L. Bolley, of the North 
Dakota agricultural college, says that 
there has been a general betterment of 
the crop prospects within the last week 
on account of the rains and warmer 
weather. Throughout the western portion 
of the State the rain was very heavy and 
trom these districts come encouraging re- 
ports that the flax fields are now in the 


best possible condition and that the 
vields in many instances will reach 
bumper proportions, 

Cutting of flax in North Dakota com- 
menced last week at a number of points.

The merchandise in question consists of 
ampoules or sealed glass tubes filled with 
a solution of hydrochlorate of quinine for 





hypodermic use. Duty was assessed at 
the rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem in 
accordance with the proviso to para- 
graph 65, tariff act of 1909. It is claimed 
to be entitled to free entry under para- 
graph 658. The pertinent parts of the 
paragraphs under consideration read as 


follows:— 

65. Medicinal preparations * * * Pro- 
vided, that * * * medicinal and similar 
substances, * * imported in capsules, 


pills, tablets, lozenges, troches, or similar 


* 


forms, and intended for medicinal pur- 
poses, shall be dutiable at not less than 
the rate imposed by this section on 


medicinal preparations, 

#58. Quina, sulphate of, and all alkaloids 
or salts of cinchona bark. 

The board found from the 
dence, that the merchandise is a 
salt of cinchona_ bark. The ques- 
tion then to be determined is, whether 
this solution of hydrochlorate of quinine 
contained in sealed tubes (ampoules, 
which are the usual coverings for this 
class of merchandise) and which is ad- 
ministered hypodermically, properly falls 
within any of the classes of medicinal 
substances mentioned in the proviso to 
paragraph 65. <A careful reading of the 
paragraph leads us to the conclusion that 
the article under consideration is not in- 
cluded within any of the forms enum- 
erated in the proviso, nor is it similar 
thereto. All the forms mentioned in said 
proviso are so prepared that they can 
be administered in their entirety. Glass

ampoules, however, do not conform in 
appeurance or adaptability in use to 
capsules, pills, tablets, troches, or 


lozer ges. 

We, therefore, find that hydrochlorate 
of quinine in sealed glass tubes 
(ampoules) not being provided for in par- 
agraph 6) by mame, and not being 
ejusdem generis with any of the forms 
enumerated in the proviso to said para- 
graph, does not fall within its terms, but 
is specifically provided for under para- 
graph 658 as a salt of cinchona bark and 
that the ampoules containing the same 
are the usual and necessary coverings 
therefor. We accordingly hold it free as 
claimed. 

The protest of F. B. Vandegrift & Co. 
was sustained and the decision of the 
collector reversed. 





Fertilizer. 


The commodity in question in these 
protests is what is known as and called 
meat tankage and bone tankage. It was 
assessed for duty in one case as a manu- 
facture of bone under paragraph 463, and 
in the others as a non-enumerated man- 
ufactured article under paragraph 480 of 
the tariff act of 1909, and is claimed to be 
free of duty as substances used only for 
manure under paragraph 581, or as_ bone 
dust or bone ash, fit only for fertilizing 
purpeses under paragraph 515. The tes- 
timony in the board’s judgment does not 
bring the commodity in question within 
the purview of the latter paragraph. 


Paragraph §E&l was construed by _ the 
board in Baker’s case, G. A. 7257 (T. D. 
31800), and the law as there stated is 


applicable to the case at bar. The board 
thought the testimony offered by the im- 
porter fairly showed that practically the 
only use of the exact commodity under 
consideration in this case is in the man- 
ufacture of fertilizer, and the govern- 
ment offered no testimony to contradict 
this. It is true that upon cross-examina- 
tion of the importer’s witnesses it was 
brought out that this commodity was 
sometimes sold to a certain poultry feed 


manufacturer, but it also appeared that 
this poultry feed manufacturer was a 
manufacturer of fertilizer as well. 
Under the testimony in this case the 
board thought the protests of J. P. 
Hiawes, cf Boston, should be, and they 


therefore are sustained, and the collector 
directed to reliquidate the entries, ad- 
mitting the merchandise in question free 
of duly under paragraph 581, 


Bone Ash. 


The commodity here in question, in- 
voiced as fertilizer, was assessed for duty 
as a non-enumerated manufactured ar- 


ticle under paragraph 480 of the tariff act 
of 1909, and is claimed to be free of duty 
as bone ash, fit only for fertilizing pur- 
poses, or as a substance used only for 
manure under paragraph 581. The case 
was submitted for decision on a sample 
without testimony. The board did not 
possess expert knowledge relative to all 
imported commodities, and would not or- 
dinarily, upon the mere examination of 
a sample, set the collector’s action aside 
upon a question of fact. The protest of 
Cc. Robert Churchill, of New Orleans, 
was overruled,

Asbestos in China, 


Washington, Aug. 18, 1911. 


A brief report made by Consul Carlton 
Baker, at Antung, China, gives some facts 
regarding the deposits and mining of as- 
bestos in that country, and the prospects 
of shipments of this product to the United 
States. Mr. Baker says:— 

Valuable deposits of asbestos have been 
found in the vicinity of Kuantien, a small 
town lying about forty-five miles northeast of 
Antung. The product appears to be of good 
quality, a sample being forwarded which will 
be loaned to those interested by the Bureau 
of Manufactures. The price 
60 cents United States currency per pound, but 
as the mining is done in a degsultory and 
primitive manner, the cost could be greatly 
reduced by using modern machinery and up-

While the Chinese in this region have known 
asbestos for many years, they have not put 
it to any practical use. It has been to them 
more of a curiosity than a eonyenience. It is 
known principally by two names—‘‘shih-mien,’’ 
which means ‘‘stone cotton,’’ and ‘‘pu-hui-me,’’ 
the literal meaning of which is ‘not ash 
wood,’* or wood which will not burn. 

The product of the asbestos mines in ques- 
tion has not as yet been sent directly to for- 
eign countries. Most of it has been shipped 
to Northern Manchuria. If the price, however, 
can be made sufficiently low, there seems to 
be no reason why this asbestos could not be 
shipped to the United States.

Hongkong’s Trade in 1910. 


In a review of trade conditions for 1910 
in Hong Kong and South China, as repre- 
sented by Hong Kong, American Consul 
Anderson presents some interesting data 
on the articles represented by the Re- 
porter’s industries. Regarding the opium 
situation he writes as follows:— 

China's efforts to restrict the opium trade 
have been successful in a marked degree in 
reducing the volume of the business at 
Hong Kong. In 1909 Hong Kong furnished 
72 per cent. of the total imports of oplum 
into China and averaged about that pro- 
portion for the four previous years. The 
imports of opium from all sources into Hong 
Kong in 1910 were 4,919,049 pounds, against 
5,477,859 pounds in 1909, The total exports 
of opium from Hong Kong during the past 
three vears were as follows, in pounds:— 
1998, 6.072.060: 1909, 5,515,960, and 1910, 
$,.560,419. The exports to China for the pe- 
riod were 5,591,004, 5,096,684, and 4,304,996 
pounds, respectively. 

It is possible that the restrictions upon the 
trade in opium in Kwangtung Province re- 
duced the imports into this section of China 
to a greater extent than such imports have 
been reduced in other regions, though the 
figures for customs duties paid for the por- 
tions of 1910 already returned agree in gen- 
eral features with the Hong Kone returns, 

It does not appear likely that Hong Kong 
business interests concerned in this trade 
will allow it to disappear without a strug- 
gle, The Chinese authorities in several of 
the Provinces, notably in the Canton 
Provinee, have established restrictions and 
additional taxes on the trade, which have 
been and are the subject of sustained com- 
plaints on the part of Hong Kong dealers, 
voiced through the Hong Kong Chamber of 
Commerce, and there is evidence that every 
effort possible to save Hong Koneg’s trade in 
this drug will be made as opportunity Is 
offered. 

With reference to cassia and cassia oil 
Consul Anderson reports as follows:— 

There was considerable increase in trade 
from Hong Kong in cassia or commercial 









} cinnamon and cassia ofl both with Eurone 


and the United States last vear Practically 


the whole of China’s exports in this line 
are shipped from Nanning, Wuchow, Lappa 
and Canton through Hong Kong. The ex- 
ports of the cassia lignea bark in 1909 were 
valued at $938,328, with slightly smaller 
shipments in 1910. The usual shipments out 
of China of cassia of various sorts in re- 
cent years have been about 1,500 piculs 
(picul equals 1331-3 pounds) of buds; 
75,000 piculs of lignea, 35,000 piculs of refuse 


and 8,000 piculs of twigs—119,500 piculs, 
with a Chinese customs valuation of 
$1,143,608. The actual exportable quantity 


of marketable cassia probably amounts to 
about 80,000 piculs, the rest being used for 
oil. The shipments of lignea during 1910 
amounted to about 60,000 piculs. 

The ginseng trade was described as foal- 
lows:— 

The ginseng season of 1910 in Hong Kong 
and China generally was not a prosperous 
one, and for that reason there is prospect 
that the season of 1911 will offer a good mar- 
ket for the American root. Owing to the 
decadence of the production of ginseng jn 
Korea as a result of former taxation, the 
United States of late has furnished practi- 
cally the entire supply of Hong Kong, 
which in turn controls the trade in all 
China. The imports of the root into Hong 


Kong from the United States in 1910 
amounted to 94,000 pounds, as compared 
with 160,800 pounds in 1909 and 146,933 


pounds in 1908, and these figures practically 
represent the total imports of the port. The 
close of the year found stocks on hand 
amounting to 44,200 pounds, as compared 
with 70,000 pounds in December, 1909, and 
31,000 pounds in December of 1908. The sea- 
son of 1911 opened with low stocks and im- 
proved demand, and unless early arrivals 
are such as to overwhelm the market the 
prospects are for good prices during the cur- 
rent season.

The only 
dangerous liquid fuel oils are those 
which have not parted with their vola- 
tile. inflammable gases; such as abso- 
lutely crude oils. In all ordinary, com- 
mercial, fuel oils, these portions are 
removed, and the oil is safe and con- 
tains no power of spontaneous com- 
bustion. Oil with a fire-test of 180 
degrees to 200 degrees F. is as safe as 
coal, and it will not ignite when stirred 
with a red-hot poker, nor when hot 
coals are thrown in it.

Customs Regulations. 


TREASURY DEPARTMENT ISSUES SERIES 
OF IMPORTANT INSTRUCTIONS RE- 
LATING TO REFUND OR COLLECTION 
ON LIQUIDATION OF ENTRIES, MAIL 
IMPORTATiONS AND DELIVERY BE- 
FORE LIQUIDATION. 


Washington, Aug, 18, 1911. 


The Treasury Department, through 
James F. Curtis, Assistant Secretary in 
charge of customs, has just issued a 


series of important instructions to collec- 
tors and other officers of the customs re- 
garding the practice and procedure of ad- 
ministrative officers, which was determin- 
ed at a conference of those officers held 
in November last. The department has 
issued these instructions to cover a series 
of questions that have been raised by the 
customs officers relating, among other 
things, to the minimum amount to be 
refunded or collected in liquidation of en- 
tries; the question of mail importations, 
and some points covering baggage en- 
tries and declarations and collection of 
duties on articles imported in passengers’ 
baggage; and the delivery of packages 
pricr to liquidation of the entry. These 
subjects are covered by Assistant Sec- 
retary Curtis in his instructions to the 
customs officers as follows:— 


What should be the minimum amount to 
be refunded or collected on liquidation of en- 
tries? 

When the total ascertained duty does not 
differ from the rotal estimated duties deposited 
by at least $1, the entry should be liquidated 
in the amount of duty as entered, thus avoid- 
ing the bookkeeping and accounting incident 
to the refund or collection of small amounts. 
Such procedure has been fol'owed for a consid- 
erable length of time at New York and va- 
rious other ports, and has given general sat- 
isfaction both to importers and to the gov- 
ernment. 

Mail Importations.—Nearly all the questions 
raised at said conference relating to importa- 
tions through the mail are fully covered by the 
customs regulations. The provisions of such 
regulations, however, appear to be misunder- 
stood at some of the ports. There is no pro- 
vision in the customs laws or regu'ations for 
the delivery, free of duty. of mail importations 
because of the small value thereof or of the 
amount of duties accruing thereon, except that 
articles 816 and 817 of the regulations of 1908 
authorized the delivery, free of duty, of let- 
ters and parcels containing articles not pur- 
chased abroad by order of the addressee and 
clearly intended as gifts or presents from the 
senders, when valued at less than $1, and 
also of letters and parcels containing samples 
of no commercial value or valued at less than 
$1, and so returned by the appraiser. In 
other cases, where the duty Is less than 25 
cents, mail packages may be delivered free of 
duty, unless the colleetor sha'l be of opinion 
that the sending of the packages in this way 
is a subterfuge to avoid the payment of duty. 

Article 818 of the Customs Regulations of 
1998 provides that mail entries when once ts- 
sued shall not be carceled except by authority 
of the Secretary of the Treasury. — 

Therefore, when by reason of the refusal of 
the addressee to accept a package the duty 
or fire accruing thereon cannot be collected, 
the collector at the port at which the entry 
was issued should forward the same to the 
department, with a brief letter detailing the 
number of the entry, the name and residence 
of the addressee, the amount of duty and the

reason for canceling, and request authority 
to cancel such entry. Upon such authority 
being granted, and the mail entries being re- 
turned to the collector by the department, a 
copy of the letter of authority should be for- 
warded with such entries to the auditor for 
the Treasury Department. 

It is the practice at several ports to apply 
to the department once each month for author- 
ity to cancel such entries, thus avoiding the 
writing of numerous letters. Such a practice 
is satisfactory to the department and may be 
adopted at all ports. The practice at some 
ports of forwarding canceled mail entries di- 
rect!y to the anditor without receiving author- 
ity from the department for their cancellation 
should be discontinued. 

The matter of the adoption of a form of 
label for sealed letters and packages stamped 
“Supposed to be dutiable’’ and delivered to 
the postmaster to be opened by the addressee 
in the presence of the customs officer at the ex- 
change office at which received will be given 
consideration by the department when a re- 
vision of the foint regulations !s made. In the 
meantime it is suggested that when such ac- 
tion is considered advisable or necessary by the 
eollector a memorandum of such letters and 
packages be kept and the delivery of such 
letters or packages be checked off thereon as 
made. 

Baggage entrics 
collection of duties on articles imported 
passengers’ baggage. 

The form of declaration and entry required 
to be taken from returning residents of the 
T’nited States at border ports is prescribed in 
T. D. 80497, of April 4, 1910. Regulations 
governing declarations to be made at seacoast 
norts are contained in department's circular 
dated March 14, 1911. The regulations gov- 
erninge the collection of duties upon articles 
contained in passengers’ baggage, and the ex- 
emption to te a'lowed returning residents of 
the T’nited States. are also contained fn said 
elreular, and in denartmert’s letter of March 
20. 1911, and should he followed at all ports. 

When articles contained in passengers’ bag- 
rage are found unon examination to be sub- 
fect to an ad valorem rate of duty, duty shonld 
he assessed thereon upon the market value 
thereof as returned bv the appralsing officer, 
and not upon the value declared, if there be 
anv discrepancy in the appraised and de- 
clared values thereof. In accordance with the 
nrovisions of subsections 19 and 18 of sec- 
tion 28 of the existing tariff act. 

The value of articles purchased abroad and 
contained in the bageace of residents of the 
United States returning at ports on the Ca- 
nadian and Mexican borders, which may be 
examined and passed withont requiring a dec- 
laration, Is herehv Increased from $10, as pro- 
vided by T. TD. 20497. to $95, as recommended 
hy the said conference. Said Treasury decision 
is hereby amended accordingly. 

At this time it is not considered advisable 
to require that a copy of a passenger’s dec- 
‘aration be attached to the T. T. entrv cover- 
ing baezage forwarded under the provisions 
of article #24 of the customs regulations of 
1998, Tn case such 4eclaration is made at the 
port of first arrival the customs officers at 
that port should indorse upon the TI. T. entry 
the number of passengers, whether residents 
or non-residents, and the amount of exemption 
allowed at that port. Svrch information with 
that contained in the affidavit or declaration 
made at the port of delivery should be suffi- 
elent to enable the officers at the latter port 
to determine what. if anv. further exemption 
should he allowed such passengers. 


The deliverv of examined packages prior to 
Naquidation of the entry. Article 881 of the 
Customs Regulations of 1908 provides in effect 
that {if !t be found by comparison of the an- 
praiser’s return with the entrv that the esti!- 
mated duties deposited are sufficient. the col- 
lector mav immediatelv issue a permit for the 
Aeliverv of the examination nackages, but if 
the duties deposited are insnfficient such pack- 
ares shall he held until after the laquidation 
of the entry and payment of the additional | 
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and increased duties found due, unless the im- 
porter shall make a deposit of duty to cover 
the discrepancy. 

It is not the Intention of such regulations 
that a preliminary or tentative liquidation of 
the entry shall be made in order to determine 
whether or not increased or additional duties 
accrue. It is often obvious from a very casual 
examination of the appraiser’s return that the 
estimated duties will be sufficient or that the 
same will be insufficient. If it is necessary to 
make calculations equivalent to the liquida- 
tion of an entry in order to determine whether 
the estimated duties wi!l be sufficient, exam- 
ination packages should be held until after 
liquidation to avoid a duplication of work, In 
order to avoid congestion at the appraiser’s 
stores, and the bookkeeping incident to the 
deposit, and the refund of small amounts, it 
is not the usual practice to require a de- 
posit to he made to cover increased or addi- 
tional duties when such duties are small in 
amount and the importer is of good business 
standing. 

In such cases the examination packages may 
be delivered immediately after the receipt of 
the appraiser’s return, upon the importer in- 
dorsing upon the invoice or entry a stipula- 
tion to pay any increased or additional duties 
found due upon Hquidation. If the amount 
of such duties shou!d be considerable, however, 
a deposit should be required of an amount suf- 
ficient to cover the discrepancy before delivery 
of the examination packages is made. 

Collectors and other officers of the customs 
will be governed accordingly.

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Fertilizers from Garbage 
UTILIZATION OF WASTE PRODUCTS 
OTHER COUNTRIES. 
Washington, Aug. 18, 1911. 
A series of reports have been received 


IN 


at the Bureau of Manufactures from 
Great Britain, France, Norway, Spain, 
Arabia, Turkey, China and the French 


West Indies on the subject of fertilizer 
materials in the markets of those coun- 
tries, 

One of the British reports comes from 
Bradford, which states that the Bradford 
city corporation operates a special plant 
for converting into fertilizer the fish- 
monger’s refuse. The annual production 
of this fertilizer is about 300 tons, and it 
is believed that the product is ultimately 
shipned to the United States. An analysis 
of the product shows moisture of 4.44 ner 
cent.: phosphori cacid, 7.66 per cent.; tri- 
calcium phosphate, 16.7 per cent.: nitro- 
gen, 9.20 per cent.; ammonia, 11.20 per 
cent. This product is packed in bags hold- 
ing about 112 pounds each and is sold at 
$33.46 per ton f. o. b. Bradford. 

The Bradford account also describes the 
production of sudcake, a nitrogenous sub- 
stance obtained from the refuse of woo. 
washing. The price of sudcake is from 
$1.46 to $1.70 per ton f. o. b. Bradford, or 
$207 in bags. The ground cake with all 
grease and moisture extracted is quoted 
at $2.43 per unit of ammonia per ton 
f. o. b. Liverpool, the percentage of am- 
monia being established by test, not sam- 
ple. It is also sold at a flat rate of $4.87 
per ton f. o. b. Liverpool. 

The other kinds of fertilizer manufac- 
tured in the Bradford district includes 
suedty manure or dust, sewage cake and 
one, 

From Cardiff, Wales, comes a statement 


that the annual output of ammonia at the 
new plant installed by the Cardiff Gas 
Company is expected to average 1,000 long 
tons, the price at present being $63.26 per 
long ton f. o. b. Cardiff. These products 
are put up in sacks of 224 pounds each ana 
sold in lots of 20 tons. 

From Rouen, France, comes a brief re- 
port regarding the utilization of bones in 
the production of fertilizer, and at Dieppe 
a large trade is carried on in the sale of 
bones and fish offal for fertilizer purposes. 

From Stavanger, Norway, the report 
states that the guano from this coast is 
manufactured from whales, unmarketable 
herring and cod, the oil also coming from 
the «od and whales. The average yield 
in oil, meal and guano from 100 whales 
of average size is given at 2,366 sacks of 
220 pounds each of whale meat meal, 2,070 
sacks of bone meal, 460 sacks of guano, 
3,000 barrels of 396 pounds each of oil. The 
price of this whale meal for fertilizer Is 
based upon the percentage of ammonia 
and phosphate of lime to the ton of $3.40 
for each per cent. of ammonia and $0.12. 
for each per cent. of phosphate. 

The reports from Spain, Arabia, Turkey, 
China and the French West Indies em- 
brace mainly a discussion of the local 
trade in fertilizers made from bone, fish 
and slaughter house offal, the price being 
fixed by the ammonia and phosphate con- 
tent, and the export business in all of 
these countries, from which the reports 
were received, is stated as being compara- 
tively nominal.

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Menhaden Fishing. 


Philadelphia, Aug. 17, 1911. 


Reports from the menhaden fishing 
fleets for the past week emphasize 
strongly the prediction made earlier in 
the season thatthe industry this year 
would assume _ record-breaking propor- 
tions. With probably more vessels and 
more men and a few more plants en- 
gaged, the catches of fish are larger than 
ever before, while never were the fish in 
finer condition. 

The past week particularly has been one 
for congratulation for the menhaden 
fishermen and with its history appear new 
facts that have been a matter of com- 
ment among those engaged in that in- 
dustry. Although heavy catches are be- 
ing made in lower Delaware Bay and all 
along the New Jersey coast, menhaden in 
great numbers are reported as far north 
as Portland, Me., an unheard of condi- 
tion, while for the first time in ten years 
tSere is fine menhaden fishing in Boston 

ay. 

Independent fishermen further south 
are bringing in full cargoes, scooped up 
in close proximity to their shore plants. 
The plant of the Menhaden Fishing Com- 
pany, at Lewes, Del., is working night 
and day with a daily capacity of 7,500 
barrels of fish, steadily being supplied by 
a fleet of four steamers which are fish- 
ing in Delaware Bay and the adjacent 
waters of the Atlantic Ocean. The com- 
pany’s floating plant, the steamship Mills, 
is now in New England waters, but on 
Sunday is expected to locate either in 
Boston Bay or Delaware Bay. Her sup- 
ply of fish is being received from the 
company’s remaining four vessels and 
this plant too is being worked to its 
full capacity of 10,000 barrels of fish a 
day. In every respect this floating plant 
has come up to expectations, in fact, ex- 
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ceeded them. A feature of her work that 
has been particularly pleasing to Presi- 
dent ©. J. Delaney and General Man- 
ager C. E. Milligan is the thorough man- 
ner in which the scrap is dried in the 
complete mechanical system with which 
the Mills is equipped. This scrap comes 
out as dry as a bone and almost as 
brittle as chalk. 

Messrs. Delaney and Milligan are still 
with the Mills and the former will con- 
tinue to occupy his apartments aboard 
of her until well into the fall. In view 
of the fact that the time eonsumed in 
sailing between the fishing grounds and 
the shore plants has been greatly reduced 
by reason of the existence of the Mills, 
which stays right with the fleet, the com- 
pany is operating only its own eight ves- 
sels, four from Lewes and four from the 
Mills. In the past other steamers had 
been chartered and leased. When with 
the approach of cool weather in Septem- 
ber the fish commence to move South, 
the Mills will stay right with them all 
the way down to Florida. 

The great abundance of fish and their 
excellent condition, it is said, is largely 
due to the extremely hot weather of the 
present summer and the fact that this 
hot weather started in early. Another 
feature of the multiplicity of menhaden 
this season has been the plentiful sup- 
ply of food fishes, partic ularly the gamey 
bluefish which feeds steadily on the men- 
haden as do others of the same voracious 
nature. Heavy catches of food fish are 
being made along the New Jersey coast 
and fishermen attribute it to the large 
numbers of menhaden.

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To Compete with Syndicate Potash? 
Washington, Aug. 18, 1911. 


Writing under date of July 19 from 
Brunswick, Germany, Consul Talbot J. 
Albert makes a reference to what he 
terms a competitor for potash fertilizer. 
This he describes as phonolith, a new 
mineral fertilizer. What Mr. Albert says 
on this subject is immediately met in con- 
nection with reports which reached the 
Bureau of Manufactures from Germany, 
detracting from the merits of such a 
fertilizer. What Mr. Albert sends to the 
bureau is as follows:— 

Phonolith is a new mineral fertilizer. As it 
is free from chloride and at the same time 
contains 10 per cent. potassium, it has become 
a competitor of the fertilizing salts produced 
by the potassium syndicate. 

The competition has become so serious that 
the syndicate has sent a circular to all those 
dealers who sell phonolith, that no more potas- 
sium salts will be delivered to them unless 
they desist from selling the competing ferti- 
lizer, and unless they obligate themselves un- 
der a penalty of 100 marks—$23.80—not to dea 
in phonolith meal again. It is thought that 
this action on the part of the syndicate will be 
prejudicial to the potassium industry. 

The officials of the manufactures append 
the following note to this statement by 


Mr. Albert:— 

Since the above reports was written the potas- 
sium syndicate has published a statement 
claiming that their action is in the interest of 
honest trade and should be approved, as the 
price of phonolith, it is alleged, does not cor 
respond to its worth as a fertilizer and its 
merits as advertised. 

’ {At the local offices of the potash syndi- 
cate President Vogel stated that the above 
statement was substantially correct in 
that the syndicate had advised consumers 
that upon the basis of its potash con- 
tract, phonolith at the price it was offered 
was not an economical source of this 
necessary plant food. Chemist B. von 
Herff of the syndicate advised the Re- 
porter that phonolith was a stone meal 
made from a mined product. According 
to analyses of the product published in 
the organ of the syndicate, phonolith con- 
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tains but 9 per cent. potassium of which 
but 3 per cent. is available in hydrochloric 
acid. The material must be ground finely 
and this would be an important item of 
expense. Dr. von Herff stated that owing 
to the rigid State laws in this country 
governing the sale of fertilizers, the prod- 
uct would undoubtedly be excluded from 
sale here, as the stated potash content 
must at all times be what is termed 
“available’’ or usable. Feldspar, which 
contains about 11 per cent. potassum in 
form of a silicate, cannot be used as,a 
fertilizer as the potassium appears in an 
insoluble form], 
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PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, Aug. 19, 1911. 


Operations throughout the Eastern 
petroleum fields have followed a routine 
course, incidental to the season, and 
even the eagerly awaited relief from 
the protracted drought has failed to 
stimulate development to an appreci- 
able extent. The record of the week’s 
results shows 140 completions, 4,043 bar- 
rels of new daily production and 41 
dry wells, representing a decline of 31 
completions, 1,420 barrels of new pro- 
duction and 13 dry wells, as compared 
with the returns of the former week. 
Comparatively little of an interesting 
or noteworthy character has marked 
the operations for the current week. 
In the fields of the Pennsylvania classi- 
fication, the best completion was a cen- 
tury producer in Ritchie county, West 
Virginia, which of late has presented 
nothing better than light pumpers. It 
is this county which furnishes the 
mainstay for experimental work, as 
there are four formations in which oil 
in commercial quantities has been 
traced. Interest is reviving in Lincoln 
country, which during the last year, 
has been backward in development 
work. Agitating the old wells in Harri- 
son county is still being practiced with 
good results, in one instance the pro- 
duction being stimulated to 120 barrels 
the following twenty-four hours. Perry 
and Hocking counties attract leading 
attention in the Southeastern Ohio 
fields, but hopes for the development 
of a southern extension to the produc- 
ing territory have been destined to dis- 
appointment in the bringing in of a 
venture as a duster. Other test wells 
are still in the course of drilling in the 
district. In the deep sand territory of 
Fairfield county late results have been 
of a discouraging character. One of 
the completions in the line of a good 
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producer, drilled three months ago, and 
credited with maintaining 100 barrels a 
was not promising for better than 
a 15-barrel pumper. Morgan county is 
furnishing some of the best producers 
of Southeastern Ohio. A 50-barrel well 
was reported on the same farm where 
a ‘Vell has been holding up at 100 har- 
rels a day. Interest is beginning tu 
wane in Washington county, which for 
a long period led in activity sm ong 
the Svoutneastern Ohio fields. A well 
of more than 100 barrels capacity has 
been credited to the Wayne county 
fie'd of Kentucky during the week. 
The ertire State is showing a gradual 
reccvery from the depression which 
characterized operations during the 
early part of summer, An encouraging 
feature of Kentucky developments is 
the renewal of drilling in several sec- 
tions which had been regarded as hav- 
ing exhausted their oil resources. A 
20-barrel strike in the abandoned Floyd 
creek district of Eastern Kentucy prom- 
ises to stimulate new interest in that 
direction. 

The showing of the Lima fields of 
Northeastern Ohio and Indiana for the 
week is more favorable with regard to 
the Ohio end, the new production be- 
ing materially in excess of that of the 
former week as a result of the good re- 
sults encountered in Hancock county, 
the five wells coming in as producers 
with an average daily total of 325 bar- 
rels. Light returns marked the week’s 
drilling in Indiana, and all of the new 
production was credited to the Oak- 
land City district, where the three 
completions yielded a total of'65 bar- 
rels a day. The new production in II- 
linois for the week fell materially be- 
low that of the former period from two 
less completions. Crawford county 
leads in drilling activity, but the best 
results are credited to Lawrence 
county. The Carlyle pool of Clinton 
county is confirming the earlier indi- 
cation of a rich field, and the daily out- 
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put of the pool is in the neighborhood 
of 4,000 barrels a day trom apout fifty 
wells. The week’s completions aver- 
aged a httle more than iv barrels each, 
Tne prospects for extending the pro- 
ducing area are not promising, dusters 
having been drilied on all sides. 
While the staying qualities of the 
wells has been generaily encouraging, 
one of the earher completions main- 
taining more than 600 bariels, the 
heavy drain upon the narrow forma- 
tion, it is believed, will soon be mani- 
tested in a deciining production. 

Our mid-continent correspondent 
writes of the continued quietness 
which characterizes field operations, 
the only work in progress being a celr- 
tain amount of wildcatting and inside 
drilling on old leases. itiectra in the 
northern part of Texas is attracting 
attention as a pool of prolific promise, 
and the usual boom to leasing is in 
progress. All of the available terri- 
tory tor miles in the vicinity OL the 
original welis is controlled, one com- 
pany, it is stated, having 2/0,0U0 acres. 
‘he banner well of the pool is reported 
good tor 1,200 barrels. There are sev~ 
eral sands at Klectra from 550 to 1,600 
feet, and oil is reported to have been 
found in ali but two. The problem 
which confronts operators there is 
whether Electra is an oil field or a 
pool. The Pawnee pool is contributing 
good results, the wells starting at 150 
to 300 barrels a day. ‘The pool is of 
narrow limitations. Advices from the 
Guif coast fields note a more or less 
unsettled market tor crude as a result 
of the importation of Mexican oi, 
which is likely to play an important 
part in the piacing otf fuel contracts. 
The most radical change so far in the 
market has been the decline of 10c. in 
the heavy Caddo oil to 4uc. | Recent de- 
velopments lead to the belief that the 
limits of the Vinton field has been de- 
fined and the production continues 
downward, a late report giving it as 
5,200 barrels a day. Our California 
correspondent writes of an improving 
tendency to the general oil situation on 
the coast, the slow but steady in- 
crease in the consumption being the 
most encouraging factor. The out- 
look is more tavorable both with re- 
gard to crude as well as the prod- 
ucts. A general curtailment of drill- 
ing, however, is still advocated to 
bring production and requirements into 
closer range. 


Refined and Products. 


Nothing of a featuring character has 
Meeioped in the local market for illum- 
inating oil during the interval, and 
general trading conditions are still sug- 
gestive of the season when the con- 
sumption is lightest. The turn of sum- 
mer usually occasions an improvement 
in the demand and at the prevailing 
low level of values the effect will, it 
is believed, be more marked this year. 
‘he export movement during the week 
has continued fairly active, our record 
of clearances showing a total of 
14,764,680 gallons, of which 8,669,900 gal- 
lons were carried in bulk. The outlet 
abroad for the year is gaining steadily 
over the previous corresponding period 
and now stands more than 40,000,000 
gallons to the advantage ot the cur- 
rent year. Chartering for forward 
shipment bas involved an engagement 
of 150,000 cases for the River Plate, 
September-October New York. Official 
statistics of imports of kerosene into 
Japan for the first five months of 1911 
indicate that the American product re- 

tains first place in that country, al- 
though the total for the period was 
materially below that for the corre- 
sponding time of last year. For the 
five months of this year Japan exports 
of American oil reached 16,880,884 gal- 
lons, valued at 3,485,494 yen, while 

Dutch India sent 8,428,403 gallons 
(1,672,811 yen). Comparisons with the 
five months of 1910 and 1909 follow:— 
1910, United States, 23,917,314 gallons, 
5,180,745 yen; Dutch India, 9,246,155 gal- 
lons, 1,841,256 yen; 1909, United States, 

13,173,814 gallons, 2,752,790 yen; Dutch 
India. 95,451,162 gallons, 1,814,180 yen. 
Consuming requirements of the naph- 
thas continue to be freely expressed, 
but supplies are well proportioned to 
the demand and the market presents 
little of noteworthy interest. Quota- 
tions remain on an unaltered basis for 
all varieties. Clearances from the local 
port for the week were 1,531,115 gallons 
as against 1,219,470 gallons, previously 
noted. 

The following tank steamers cleared 
from New York during the past week 
with refined crude petroleum, naphtha 
and gas oil in bulk:—The Sritish 
steamer Le Coq for Cette, with 1,510,530 
gallons refined; the British bark Baku 
Standard for Messina and Catania, 
with 64,455 gallons refined; the German 
steamer Burg Petersen for Copen- 
hagen, with 1,350,000 gallons refined; 
the Kritish steamer Camillo for Avon- 
mouth, with 2,250,000 gallons refined; 
the British bark Sunlight for Vigo, 
Spain, with 641,675 gallons crude; the 
British steamer Suwanee for London, 
with 1,225,000 gallons gas oil; the Ger- 
man steamer Deutschland for Copen- 
hagen, with 1,650,000 gallons refined; 
the schooner Barge S. O. Co. No. 81 for 
Halifax, with 45,000 gallons naphtha, 
45,000 gallons refined and 75,000 gallons 
fuel oil; the German steamer Standard | 
for Tampico, with 725,260 gallons crude 
and the German steamer Prometheus 


for Flushing, with 1,800,000 gallons re- 
fined and 1,000,000 gallons naphtha. 


Lubricating Oils. 


A fair movement is reported on con- 
suming account, but tne quantities in- 
volved are, aS a rule, not Sullicient to 
impart any suggestion of animation to 
the market. ‘This condition is only re- 
fiective of the conservatism which 
marks many of the manufacturing in- 
dustries. ‘he production of the lubri- 
cants is under regulation so as to sus- 
tain a ftairly well balanced account, 
and under the continued steadiness of 
the basic varieties of crude there is 
declared to be no occasion for any 
abatement in the market for the usual 
i1ines of lubricants,

Eastern Petroleum Review. 


Montpelier, Ind., Aug. 18, 1911. 


A review of all sections of the high-grade 
petroleum producing regions east of the Mis- 
sissippi River, comprising Illinois, Indiana, 
Northwestern, Central and Southeastern Ohio, 
West Virginia, Kentucky, Pennsylvania and 
Southern New York, for the week shows no 
change from the dullness that has been promi- 
nent for the past few weeks. Only routine 
work with the usual average of production for 
new wells is reported from the oil fields, and 
nothing has occurred in wildcat completions to 
cause any excitement. Even the breaking of 
the long drawn out drought in most of the 
fields has not caused a rush of work at any 
point. There is practically nothing new in 
sight in the high-grade fields, and the other 
fields are about in the same condition. 

In the more Eastern petroleum fields there 
is a growing curiosity to ascertain if there are 
not other oil producing sands below those 
which have been found in the past. The old 
strippers are getting smaller each year, and 
the operator who has remained in the old 
fields, to which he is bound by home and asso- 
ciation, is looking to the possibilities of find- 
ing new production by deeper drilling. It has 
been a theme of suggestion and talk for a 
number of years, but no general effort has 
been made toward accomplishing anything of 
the kind, until some well-known operators of 
Bradford, Pa., started a campaign for test 
work of the kind, with a view of testing’ the 
territory around Bradford to a depth of at 
least 5,000 feet below the surface. One deep 
well was drilled below the 5,000-foot mark a 
few years, in Forest county, but nothing 
was discovered. 

In the high-grade flelds during the first seven 
months of the present year there was a total 
of 3.784 wells drilled, of which 573 were gas 
wells, 786 dry holes, while the producing wells 
showed a new daily output of 57,630 barrels, 
or an average per well of a fraction over 23 
barrels. These wells were distributed by fields

There is some wildcat work under way as a 
resuit of the good weil on the Schwartz farm, 
near Perrysville, in Allegheny county, Penn- 
sylvania, and in the Ingomar pool. One im 
portant test well drilling is on the Vandevot 
tarm, about two miles northwest of the Ingo- 
mar pool, while on the Rudolph lands, a mile 
south ot Rexford, a wildcat well is drilling. 
Close to Harmersville, on the Big Deer Creek, 
a well on the McRoberts farm, is about due 
for completion, and is being watched closely 
by the trade and nearby lease-holders. 

In Washington county, the best that the Scott 
farm well in the Burgettstown field would do 
is five barrels. In the Perrysville field the 
new well on the Swan heirs farm shows for 
about thirty barrels, while east from the good 
producer on the Schwartz tarin the Campbell 
farm well is dry, There remains a possibility 
of an extension of the field to the southwest, 
and a rig to test that portion has been started 
on the Kaylor farm. In Lancaster township, 
Butler county, the Eiler farm well has been 
put to pumping and shows for about twenty 
barrels. About five miles north of Harmony, 
in the same field, the McCrawcken farm test 
shows for about five barrels. There are now 
several wells under way in the town lot boom 
at Cannonsburg, and within the next thirty 
days more will be known of the prospect of the

the experimental 
regions is under way in the 
shallow sand district of Ritchie county. The 
territory is not held by any one individual or 
company, but held by various parties, who will 
make the prospects more active. The past 
week shows a few completions, but none of 
them produced oil, all being gas wells or real 
dusters. One feature of Ritchie county is that 
there are four formations found that contain 
oil in commercial quantities. The late devel- 
opments fail to bring forth the usual big pro- 
ducers. During the past hardly a week passed 
but that some company or other was able to 
find a big producer, but of late nothing of the 
kind has materialized. The Maxon, Keener 
and Big Injun formations have produced the 
best wells, while the Squaw sand turns out one 
above the average now and then, but their 
production is not to be relied upon, as they 
drop off very rapidly. The salt sand is also a 
very favorable formation, and it is in this 
formation that the present activity in the 
Murphy district is confined. Ritchie county 
has a reputation for its oil, and were some of 
the untested territory in other counties lo- 
eated within the defined limits of Ritchie it 
would all have been tested long ago. Wood 
county has an abundance of untested territory, 
but oil men are backward in giving it a test. 
Were it located in Ritchie it would not go 
long on the market for some one to take it up. 

The territory in Pleasants county is much 
like that in Wood. There is plenty of terri- 
tory to be drilled, but no one to drill it. But 
very little new work is starting in Wirt and 
Tyler counties. Tyler county, especially the 
eastern edge of the county, has been able to 
furnish one or more new pools each year, bu' 
the present season has failed in the finding of 
anything worth while speculating on. 

In the outlying districts work that has been 
planned for a long period has been suspended 
on account of the scarcity of water, and the 
fields have not had what could be called a 
good general rain since early in the year. There 
have been some light showers that gave a lit- 
tle relief, but only for a short period. Work 
is at a standstill except in places where the 
large rivers and streams have plenty of water 
the year around. 

In the deeper sand 
county is once more 
county fell backward rapidly about a 
vear ago and has just commenced 
to revive.

To the north end of the deep sand field the 
Columbus Gas and Fuel Company drilled in a 
test in the eastern part of Richland county 
that is among the most important of the late 
completions. This well has been one of the 
principal topics of the natura! gas circles. 
When the top of the Clinton or deep sand was 
struck and the top crust drilled through the 
well commenced to show considerable gas and 
estimated at a million cubic feet at that point, 
but deeper drilling showed a gradual increase, 
and when thoroughly completed should be 
among the best wells in the north-central por- 
tion of the State, outside of the gushers in 
Ashland county In conjunction with the 
Logan Natural Gas and Fuel Company and the 
Ohio Fuel Supply Company, the Columbus Gas 
and Fuel Company will drill three important 
wildeat wells in the north end of the field, 
and the expense equally divided up among the 
three companies which control a bulk of the 
leased territory.

A weil drilled to the fourth sand near 
Golinza, Forest county, Pa., was credited witn 
starting at the rate of eight barrels an hour.

rels a day. The district has been the scene 
of considerable drilling during the last two 
years. 


According to advices from Tampico, Mexico, 
the purchase of a tract of eighty acres of land 
adjoining Tampico by the Texas Company is 
a step toward its erection of a mammoth re- 
finery at that place. The same dispatch cred- 
ited the confirmation by representatives of the 
Pearson oil interests of the report that nego- 
tiations for the sale of the holdings of Lord 
Cowdray and assogiates to the Texas Company 
are practically closed. 


One of the most important of the late com- 
pletions in Crawford county, Lllinois, is James 
M. Crawford’s test on the E. Cooper farm, in 
the west half of the northwest quarter of sec- 
tion 20, Montgomery township, about two miles 
east of Duncanville and about three miles 
north of Flat Rock. The test was given a shot 
and the results indicated that it will make 
a very fair producer. ‘This is a lease lately 
purchased by Mr. Crawford from Burton and 
Huntoon, the parties who opened up the new 
Duncanville pool, some weeks ago. 


The Freehold Oi! and Gas Company's test on 
the Harriet Coplin farm, on Dog Comfort run, 
Grant district, Ritchie county, W. Va., has 
been completed and shot in the Maxon sand, 
and it was reported showing for a 100-barrel 
producer. 


The Little Cow Run sand development, near 
the central part of Morgan county, in Penn 
township, is furnishing some of the best pro- 
ducers in Southeastern Ohio, Along with the 
good producers are found light pumpers and 
dusters. ‘The Ilenne Oil Company is one of the 
most active in development and has the largest 
daily production of any company operating in 
the pool. This company has just completed 
No. 5 on the W. A. Pidgeon farm and has a 
50-barre| producer. No. 8 on the same farm 
is holding up at 100 barrels a day. The well 
on the Jesse Bailey farm is maintaining 65 


barrels. ~ 


Pawnee county is credited as the most active 
section of the mid-continent field. The wells 
there are holding up much better than they 
have in the pools south of the river. John 
Markham’s well is maintaining around the 
1,000-barrel mark, though it is nearly a month 
old, 


The Lucas Oil Company has another well on 
the Perryman, known as Shipman farm, _in 
section 7-18-13, south of Tulsa, Oklahoma. The 
well is said to be geod for 100 barrels natural, 
and is one of the best wells drilled in that vi- 
cinity. It is believed that a field will be de- 
veloped in that locality. In fact, 80 many have 
confidence in it that a number of locations have 
been reported within the past few days, that 
will be important in telling the story for that 
section of the country. 


Recent developments in the Carlyle pool of 
Clinton county, [ll., bear evidence of its prolific 
resources. Although the present producing 
area covers but a small acreage, the daily pro- 
duction of the field now reaches close to 4,000 
barrels a day. There are about 50 wells in the 
pool, with very poor prospects of extending 
the field in any particular direction. There 
may be an outlet to the pool, but if there is it 
must be a very narrow one, as dusters have 
been drilled on all sides. The field will grad- 
ually decline in its production, owing to the 
drilling of so many wells, but so far the stay- 
ing qualities have been something remarkable. 
The big well on the Murphy farm that was 
drilled nearly a month ago maintains a daily 
production above 600 barrels. Its first twenty- 
four hours’ production was given at 1,800 bar- 


rels. 


The Bureau of Manufactures, Department of 
Commerce and Labor, in a brief note on pe- 
troleum conditions in the Levant, reported that 
the Astra Romana began the export of oil to 
Japan. The output of the company for June 
is estimated at 52,000 tons, including the 
gusher at Filipesti de Padure. The Credit 
Petrolifer (another Roumanian company) ex- 
ported 20,000 tons of crude to Japan last year.

Dr. Wiley in Witness Box. 

MAKES SENSATIONAL DISCLOSURES RE- 

GARDING THE INNER CIRCLES OF 
THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE— 
CRITICISES WORK OF REMSEN BOARD 
KEPT DOWN DR. RUSBY’S SALARY— 
SECRETARY WILSON WILL BE HEARD 
TO-DAY. 
Washington, Aug. 18, 1911. 

Another week has passed without any 
action by President Taft on the matters 
that have been referred to him pertaining 
to the service of Dr. Harvey W. Wiley 
and other officials in the Chemistry Bu- 
reau in the Department of Agriculture. 
The impression now _ prevails, among 
those who are watching this case, that 
President Taft will not take action on 
the subject until after Congress adjourns 
and he has had an opportunity to study 
the testimony taken before the House 
Committee on Expenditures in the De- 
partment of Agriculture, which is going 
exhaustively into this matter. President 
Tatt will take the papers with him to his 
summer home at Beverly, and reach a 
conclusion there as to what is best to 
be done. It cannot be otherwise than that 
President Taft, and perhaps other of- 
ficials of the administration, have been 
more or less surprised by the nature of 
the testimony given before the commit- 
tee, and the developments all along the 
line as to the many evidences of friction 
existing between the officials of the de- 
partment who are charged with the duty 
of entorcing the Pure Food and Drug 
law. Some of Dr. Wiley’s testimony has 
been of a highly sensational character in 
that it consututed an expose of the na- 
ture of the working of the department 
and the differences that have been dis- 
Closed trum time to time between the 
members of the board and between the 
borrd itself and the head of the depart- 
ment and the secretaries of the three de- 
partments who are charged with the final 
duty of passing upon the rules and reg- 
ulatiuous under which the pure food law 
shall be enforced. It is manifest that 
conditions of strong prejudice have 
exisced on both sides, and that regard- 
less of what the recommendations of the 
department officials have been, it will be 
necessary to bring about a general re- 
organization of the service if the law is 
to be made effective. 

‘The second week of the hearings before 
the committee begun with testimony in- 
tended to show the relations of Solicitor 
McCabe in the department to the various 
bureaus of his activities in efforts inves- 
Ugating reports regarding the working 
ot the different bureaus, and especially 
charges that had been made that Dr. 
KKebler of the Bureau of Chemistry was 
financially interested in a drug concern 
whose products might be under investi- 
gation by the department under the Pure 
ood law. Testimony was given by Dr. 
Baldwin, assistant chief in the Bureau of 
Chemistry, regarding the agreement en- 
tered initio with Dr. Rusby, in which Dr. 
Baldwin stated that the agreement was 
modeled upon the provision made by the 
Secretary of Agriculture with the mem- 
bers of the Remsen Referee Board. 

References were mdde in testimony 
by Dr. Ikebler to what he claimed was 
a ‘‘grilling process’’ to which he had been 
subjected by Solicitor McCabe to ascer- 
tain whether Dr. Kebler owned stock in 
a drug company. It was brought out in 
the testimony of Dr. Kebler, as well as 
by other officials, notably Drs. Bigelow 
and Baldwin of the Bureau of Chemistry, 
that considerable feeling existed between 
these officials and Solicitor McCabe, Miss 
C. M, Davis, a stenographer in Dr. Keb- 
ler’s office, also gave testimony regarding 
what she alleged was a severe examina- 
tion to which she had been subjected by 
Solicitor McCabe in connection with Dr. 
Kebler’s alleged relation to drug manu- 
facturing concerns. The facts as stated 
by Miss Davis, which subsequently were 
confirmed by the testimony of Solicitor 
McCabe, were rather dramatic in their 
effects upon the committee. She stated 
that she was waited upon by Solicitor 
McCabe and an official named Walsh, who 
was alleged to be a special inspector, or 
secret service agent of the government. 
Assurances were given Miss Davis that 
any testimony she might give would not 
imperil her position in departmental serv- 
ice. The result of this examination was 
that a share of stock which Dr. Kebler 
has in his possession, and which he says 
was fully known to Secretary Wilson at 
the time of the employment of Dr. Kebler 
in the government service, the share be- 
ing part of a conclusion of a _ relation 
which Dr. Kebler had with the drug con- 
cern at the time of his leaving the em- 
ployment of that company to enter the 
public service. 

Dr. Bigelow, another of the officials 
who wus listed by the Personnel Commit- 
tee of the department as one who should 
be ‘‘permitted to resign,’’ rave testimony 
in regard to what he alleged was sharp 
criticism administered by Solicitor Mc- 
“abe upon Bigelow, Kebler and others re- 
garding their relation with cases in the 
courts and information which might be 
given relating thereto. The principal part 
of Dr. Bigelow’s testimony was to show 
the harsh treatment he claimed to have 
received at the hands of Solicitor McCabe 
in connection with these departmental af- 
fairs. 

Solicitor McCabe was again on the stand 
at his own request to explain the part he 
had in criticising the actions of depart- 
mental employes in giving information in 
law cases pending. He also confirmed 
what had been testified to by others re- 
garding his examination into Dr. Kebler’s 
alleged holding of stock in a drug con- 
cern. Solicitor McCabe in this connection 
said:— 

I can see no impropriety in the govern- 
ment investigating charges that one of its 
chiefs of division holds stock in a company 
whose cases he may be called on to pass 
upon officially. 


Testimony was given by Dr. Rusby, 
with whom the arrangement for a $1,600 
a year payment resulted in the charges 
being preferred against Drs. Wiley, Bigze- 
low, Kebler and others, in which Dr, 
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Rusby denied that there had been any 
secret agreemelut with Dr. bigelow and 
Dr. Wiiey by which ne was to receive sw 
a day tor nis work as an examiner OL 
arugs and as an expert in court. fie ad- 
miutied that the arrangement propused to 
be mude was based upon his working 
eighty aays in a year, but he deciured 
that ne hud exceeded that average In the 
snort time the arrungement haa been i 
operation, He also toia the committee that 
ne was now working without paymelt, 
meeting his oWh expehses, and obtallng 
no reluibursement Lrom tne goveriinent, 
althougn doing work as a government 
sclenust, and that payment due him had 
been heid up. Dr. Kusby toid the Commiuc- 
tee:—""1 offered to work lor the govern- 
ment tor nothing and to contribute trom 
my own meuns to the government serv- 
ice rather than accept $y a day for testi- 
tying in court. 1 never sought the present 
work. I told the department 1 must re- 
sign if restricted to court Lees olf 3 a 
day, and then the $1,6vv contract was ol- 
tered. i supposed it was legal and with 
the tuil knowledge of the department, 

Considerable heat was exhibited in the 
rebuttal of testimony given by Solicitor 
McCabe regarding ine alicgauions made 
that the Personnel Committee had with- 
held trom Dr. Kebler and others the cor- 
respondence that had passed between Dr. 
Rusby and the department with re- 
spect to the arrangement sought lo 
be entered into with Dr. Rusby on 
an annual compensation. Solicitor Mc- 
Cabe testified to his action in il- 
vestigating the officials of the chemistry 
bureau and also in his “calling down 
employes of the department tor discussing 
legal matters. He produced an order 
signed by the head ot the department 
pruhibiting employes of the chemistry bu- 
reau giving intormation to district attor- 
neys in cases affecting the department. 
He defended this order and stated, “We 
would have chaos if all of our inspectors 
were to write to United States attorneys 
on our cases, giving their views and ideas 
on how the cases should be handled.’ 
The feeling that has been engendered be- 
tween Solicitor McCabe and the bureau 
officials was well illustrated by the em- 
phatic declaration made by the Solicitor 
to the effect that Dr. Kebler had “‘lied”’ 
when he had stated correspondence was 
withheld when the Personnel] Committee 
was investigating the Rusby matter. 

The sensation of this part of the tes- 
timony betore the committee related to the 
details of the correspondence which Dr. 
Rusby turned over to the Personnel Com- 
mittee when that committee begun its in- 
vestigation of the Rusby employment. It 
is claimed that a letter which has been 
prepared by Dr. Rusby, but was not 
signed and was not forwarded to Dr. 
Wiley, chief of the Bureau of Chemistry, 
which later was sent to the Personnel 
Committee by Dr. Rusby was changed by 
the omission of a few words and that in 
the ‘garbled torm,”’ as Dr. Wiley and his 
friends allege, the matter was presented to 
Secretary Wilson in such way as to give 
a wrong impression as to the employment 
of Dr. Rusby. : 
The principal facts in connection with 
this correspondence was brought out be- 
fore the committee when Dr. Wiley took 
the stand. 

The testimony of Dr. Wiley for the most 
part constituted a severe arraignment of 
Solicitor McCabe, the Personnel Commit- 
tee and Dr. Dunlap, assistant chemist in 
the bureau, and together with Wiley and 
McCabe, a member of the Pure Food 
Board. Dr. Wiley emphatically de- 
clared his opinions regarding pure food 
matters had been repeatedly overruled by 
McCabe and Dunlap, and that efforts on 
his part to secure rehearings in cases be- 
fore Secretary Wilson had been often 
without avail, and when decisions were 
given by the Secretary invariably the 
opinions entertained by McCabe and Dun- 
lap were sustained rather than those of 
Dr. Wiley and that in one important in- 
stance, which he brought to the attention 
of the Secretary, Dr. Wiley declared that 
Secretary Wilson ignored his request and 
made no answer to the communication 
which Dr. Wiley sent to him. 

The claim is made by the triends of Dr. 
Wiley that the letter which Dr. Rusb) 
prepared, and which was used by the Per- 
sonnel Committee in reaching the con- 
clusions regarding the disposition to be 
made of the cases of Drs. Wiley, Bigelow, 
Kebler and others, puts a different light 

on the entire transaction, if the letter is 
considered in its entirety. Following is 
the text of the Rusby letter with the 
words which were alleged to have been 
omitted when the letter was prepared for 
the record in the case in capital letters: 
H. W. Wiley, Chief Bureau of 
Washington, D C. 

Dear Sir—As a result of considerable discus- 
sion and correspondence with Dr. Bigelow re- 
garding some changes in the compensation al- 
lowed me as pharmacognosist, which would 
make it possible for me to continue in the 
service. we have agreed upon the following 
arrangement as being fair and satisfactory, IF 
APPROVED BY THE DEPARTMENT. This 
agreement provides that my salary shall be 
$2,000 per year, conditional upon my doing 100 
days of seven and one-half hours each. It is 
understood that if the amount of service 
should not reach that number of days, there 
should be a pro rata reduction in the com- 
pensation. Trusting that this will be satis- 
factory to every one concerned. Very truly 
yours. 

The testimony of Dr. Wiley before the 
committee opened with a full statement of 
the doctor’s relation to pure food legis- 
lation, and included a recital of his qual- 

ifications, including statements as to his 
medical education and training, his serv- 
ices in chemistry matters, and his work 
in the interest of pure food legislation be- 
fore the committees of Congress. Dr. 
Wiley stated that he was graduated from 
Hanover College and of Indianapolis 
Medica] College, of the Harvard chemical 
course, and was professor of chemistry in 
Indiana Medical College, Butler College 
and Purdue University. In 1878 he said 
he went to the University of Berlin for 
a year. He became State chemist of In- 
diana in 1881, and in 1883 chief of the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry in the Department of 
Agriculture. 

Dr. Wiley gave a detailed account of the 
operations of the pure food law ance his 
work as head of the Pure Food Board in 
conjunction with Solicitor McCabe and 
Agsistant Chemist Dunlap. He stated that 
when the operations of the department 
begun on the pure food law his certifica- 
tion of findings in food and drug mat- 

ters were sent to the Seeretary. Subse- 
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quently the Board of Food and Drug In- 
spection was created. Dr. Wiley svated 
tnat the views of the tsureau of Chem- 
istry were sSustuined in about one-thid 
OL tne cases by the buard. ““When Vuniap 
and 4 disagreed, i recall no Case In whicu 
i Was Iinaliy Sustulned oy the vote ol Mc- 
Cabe. in a Case involving the question, 
‘What is rye whiskey’ Mcvabe heid with 
me against Vunlap., it was, 1 think, tne 
only cause. Ur. yiley stated tnat there 
hua been 1,d0u to 2Z,uuu cases; “nearly all 
of which were Chemistry or Ccompositiou 
cuses, although some of them livuived 
questiois of Laise weighing. in tact, luvv 
cases O11 Lhe hirst vute, Dullap voted 
Wilh me and McCabe opposed us boutn. 
Dulliap at olce changed and supported 
McCabpe.’ br. Wiley also declared that 
“Mr. McCabe rarely attends the meetings 
or hearings betore the food and Drug 
buard; alt of that work is attended to by 
Mr. Duniap and myseli. If held at a 
distance Lrom Washington an ofticial of 
the bureau is detailed and a stehnographic 
report Is takeu and forwarded to us.” 

vr. Wiley’s testimony before the com- 
mittee with respect to his relations with 
Secretary Whulson, Solicitor McCabe and 
br. Duniap exhibited considerabie feeing 
on his part. When he was asked specilic- 
ally by a member of the committee 
whether he had ever appealed to Sec- 
retary Wilson in the cases where he had 
been overruled by the majority of the 
food und Drug soard, in response vr. 
Wiley said:— 

In wwo cases I did so appeal on the ground 
that the public health was ilreatened. Bul in 
boih cases the Secretary decided against me; 
in tact, 1 found that appeais against the ma- 
jurity were hopeless 

Dr. Wiley stated that these cases in- 
volved giuten ilour, made for diabetic pa- 
lients, and wa Case invoiving the use of 
sulphur dioxide. With reference to the 
latter case Dr. Wiley said that the use of 
sulpaur divxide is a menace to public 
health. ‘the board had recommended that 
the presence of sulphur dioxide be shuwn 
on tne label. The rule had been adopted 
by the three secretaries ol the Treasury, 
Comimerce anu Agricultural Departments 
that are Charged with the making of final 
decisions 1m pure food cases, bul, as Dr. 
Wiley put it, “the board in my absence 
recolumended that the ruie be abrogateu.”’ 
‘This, he said, Was done while he was out 
of the city, and ne added:— 

On returning aud learning what had been 
done I protested in writing that the food anu 
drug board had no power to abrogate an orde: 
of the three secretaries. 1 wrote to Secretary 
Wilson that this was done in my absence, lai 
in the day, one day when 1 was about leaving 
the city. I was with the board until 4 p. m., 
then left for Boston, After I left this action 
was taken. I was not notified that it was con 
templated.

Dr. Wiley told the committee that in 
his opinion Dr. Dunlap was perhaps su- 
perior to him (Dr. Wiley), because when 
Dunlap was employed instructions came 
irom ine Secretary aus the head of the de- 
partment that rooms and equipment be 
turnished in the Bureau of Cnemistry by 
br. Wiley for Dr. Dunlap’s use. ‘these 
poiuts brought out by Dr. Wiley and 
others in which he declared he had 
specific instructions from Secretary Wil- 
sub conveyed the impression to Dr. 
Wiley that Dunlap was probably his su- 
perior in the bureau. 

Dr. Wiley also told the committee some 
details Connected with a case involving 
the use of ulum in food. He said that 
he told the members of the board if they 
desired to have the case sent to the Rem- 
sen Reteree Board, “1 would agree to 
that if they would vote with me to for- 
bid the use of alum pending the decision 
of the referee board. 1 wrote a letter sug- 
gesting this course and urging action, The 
other members of the board were slow 
about taking any action and I could not 
force it. You see, 1 don’t get a vote often. 
I only vote when there is a tie in the 
Food and Drug Board and that does not 
often happen.” 

Questions were propounded by the com- 
mittee to Dr. Wiley whether any cases 
where the Food and Drug Board makes an 
examination and holds that an article is 
not adulterated or misbranded is there 
any legal way to proceed against that 
article. Dr. Wiley said there was not, 
and he then discussed the order which 
was issued some months ago by Secretary 
Wilson placing in the hands of the Solici- 
tor of the department all matters per- 
taining to the legal affairs of the depart- 
ment. “If we certify a case to the So- 
licitor and he refuses to prosecute and 
the Secretary of Agriculture’ sustains, 
there is no way for the Bureau of Chem- 
istry to get a prosecution started there- 
after.”’ 

Questions were specifically propounded 
by the committee as to whether Dr. Wiley 
had entered into a contract with Dr. 
Rusby by which the latter was to receive 
$1,600 a year for some limited number of 
days’ work. In reply Dr. Wiley said:— 
“IT never heard of the letter which charges 
that till it was printed in the record.”’ 
This is the letter quoted above, which 
gives the part which Dr. Rusby had in 
making the arrangement with the depart- 
ment through Dr. Bigelow. “I had no 
correspondence with Dr. Rusby,’ said 
Dr. Wiley, ‘‘and did not see at the time 
the correspondence between Rusby and 
Bigelow, chief of the food division.” 

‘he hearings before the committee 
throughout the latter part of the week 
have been confined exclusively to the ex- 
amination of Dr. Wiley, and his testi- 
mony has covered a wide range. He has 
given his opinions very fully regarding 
his relations to the Pure Food Board as 
well as the _ differences which have 
existed between himself, Dr. Dunlap and 
Solicitor McCabe and the difficulties 
which have confronted him in regard to 
what he believed to be the purpose of the 
Pure Food and Drug law in protecting 
the public from impure food and drugs. 
Dr. Wiley has not hesitated in the course 
of his testimony to give sharp comments 
upon cases in which he has been over- 
ruled either by the Pure Food Board, or 
by the three secretaries, and he gives a 
number of cases, including not only the 
benzoate of soda matter, but cases re- 
lating to corn syrup, and various drug 
compounds in which he believes the pur- 
pose of the law was set aside by the 
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tinal decisions made by the Secretaries 
OL the Lreasury, Commerce and Agricul- 
lLural Gdepaitmects in tne present and in 
the former administration, 

Dr. Wiley did not hesitate also to

Cunsiueruble time betuore the commit- 
lec Was taken by the Consideration given 
to orders made by Secretary Wilson m 
regurad to the work done under Dr. 
Wuiey s direction in the Bureau oi Chem- 
istry with reterence to the Pnarmacopua, 
Wi. Wiley Save the history of the Phar- 
macupwia und his relation to conven- 
iluns that had been held to revise tue 
Sume. tie told the Committee that it was 
essential to the correct understanding by 
lie department of the standards pre- 
seribed in the Pharmacopwia inat wnat 
the law intended with respect to the 
great weight and autnority wiuich should 
be given lo the Pharmacopeela, especially 
ihn luiaiters Of strength anu purity, should 
be supporled by original investigations in 
the isureau ol Chemistry. the told the 
committee that on June 1d, lyll, he was 
iInturmed that Dr. Dunlap haa notilied 
Secretary Wilson that work on the 
Piarmacopeela Was going on in the bu- 
reuu ot Chemistry. dbecrelary Wilson 
asked Dr Wuey about it and a lormal 
reply was made by Wiley to the Secre- 
tury. The letter of Dr. Wiley stating 
litt a small amount of work, estimated 
at sixteen nvuurs in the Division of foods 
alu about as much in the Division of 
Viugs, had been given to investigation of 
t’harmacupeela matters. The cos: of this 
WOrk Was estimated by Dr. Wiley at uo. 
Seciciary Wilson iniormed Dr. Wiley 
that he had veen advised by Solicitor 
McCabe that such work on the Pharma- 
Cupelad Wds a Ciear violation of the law, 
und the Secretury directed that it should 
ceuse at once, 

“piuce that time,’’ said Dr. Wiley, ‘‘we 
have siopped all investigalions, Nave not 
leud & Manuscript, have given no advice 
or assistance to the revision of the Phar- 
mucopwlu, despite that the Pharma- 
copula is the iegalized standard of the 
national government, and that the bureau 
oi Chemistry is the official chemical au- 
thority of the government.” 

in the course of his testimony Dr. 
Wiley gave a full account of the inves- 
tiguilons that have been conducted under 
his direction as Chief of the bureau of 
Cheniistry, including the borax test cases, 
Whicn Came to be popularly known as the 
“poison squad,’’ and he told the commit- 
tee thut Secretary Wilson had encouraged 
such investigations and that at no time 
had the Secretary discouraged his at- 
tendance upon public health and scientitic 
conventions. “The only injunction upon 
me,’ sajd Dr. Wiley, “‘was that I was 
nut to speak on tae questions of food 
adulterations that were still undecided by 
the Referee Board.’’ 

Giving a briet account of what actually 
took place with reference to the employ- 
ment of Dr. Rusby, upon which the con- 
troversy to a large extent appears to 
turn, Dr. Wiley was asked by the com- 
mittee whether he had taken to Secretary 
Wilson a proposal that Rusby be em- 
ployed at a salary of $2,000 a year. Dr. 
Viley declared that he had done so. In 
explanation of the matter Dr. Wiley 
said:— 

“Secretary Wilson approved this pro- 
posal, but on returning to my oflice lL 
looked up the vouchers showing what Dr. 
Rusby had been earning theretofore. 1 
tound he had not averaged $2,000 a year, 
but only about $1,600, so Il went back to 
Secretary Wilson and asked him to re- 
duce it to $1,600. 1 told him I had tried 
to get the Solicitor to appoint Rusby as 
in expert—nobody but the Solicitor can 
appoint experts—but Mr. McCabe was not 
willing to do that. I wanted the Secre- 
tary to understand all these details. He 
did approve the appointment of $2,000 a 
year, and at my suggestion afterward re- 
duced it to $1,600.” 

Other cases touched in the operations of 
the Pure Food Board related to the use 
ot borax, sulphur dioxide, sulphate of cop- 
per, salycilic acid, benzoate of soda, 
benzoic acid, and saltpeter and in some 
instances, Dr. Wiley informed the com- 
mittee, that opinions given by him as a 
result of investigations, 
had been overruled in the adoption of 
the policies of the three secretaries, had 
been ultimately indorsed by the food and 
drug authorities of different States, and 
also by such authorities in foreign coun- 
tries. 

Dr. Wiley completed his testimony be- 
fore the committee on Friday. The com- 
mittee then adjourned to meet on Monday 
when Secretary Wilson will be heard.

The Soya Bean Trade of New- 
chwang. 


Beans, bean cake and bean oil are the 
mainstay of the business of Newchwang. 
Bean cultivation ranks next to that of 
millet as the principal agricultural ac- 
tivity of the interior of Manchuria, bean 
cake is its most valuable export. Seven 
principal varieties of beans are recognized 
articles of commerce in this market. Of 
these, three, known as green, yellow and 
white (or white and yellow), are used for 
oil extraction. Beans and bean cake are 
for the most part sent to other Chinese 
ports and to Japan, though in the year 
under review 75,952 cwts. of beans were 
shipped to the Dutch Indies and 66,000 
ewts. to Denmark. The shipment to the 
United Kingdom that appeared in the 
1909 returns has not been repeated, but 
it is safe to assume that the emergence 
of Denmark as a point of destination in- 
dicates rather a change of route than one 
in the ultimate place of consumption. The 
demand for soya beans in Europe is cer- 
tainly not diminishing, but, from the 
point of view of the European farmer 
who requires them for cattle food or of 
the manufacturer who draws from them 
the materia] for soap making or other in- 
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dustries, it is a matter of indifference 
whether his supply is shipped at Dairen 
or at Newchwang. For the Chinese dealer 
the season of 1910 was a profitable one, 
but, aithough exportation coastwise to 
other Chinese ports has been remunera- 
tive, the high prices ruling here and the 
relatively low prices in home markets 
have tended to restrict export to foreign 
countries, The difficulty of preserving bean 
cake in good condition on a long journey 
has not, apparently, been successfully 
overcome. in 1909 some was sent both 
to the United Kingdom and to Germany, 
but the experiment has not been repeated. 
To Japun and the south of China, where 
it is of essential value as a fertilizer, this 
article is a primary need. The export 
from Newchwang in 1910 was some- 
what less in bulk than in the 
previous year, but of higher declared 
value. Bean oil is manufactured in New- 
chwang at about 20 mills, of which 14 use 
steam machinery; the largest is that of a 
Japanese firm. It is reported that the 
local oil pressing business has been un- 
remunerative owing to the high price of 
beans, and one mill has had to close on 
account of lack of funds and over-specu- 
lation. While the total export of bean 
oil has falien from 653,771 cwts. in 1909 
to 381,361 cwts. in 1910, the corresponding 
values, £489,177 and £432,199, show that 
the average price prevailing has been 
far higher than it was. A notable fea- 
ture of the trade in 1910 is the larger 
number of consignments to foreign coun- 
tries other than Japan. To some extent 
this may be a mere change of classifica- 
tion, due to the enforcement in the later 
months of the year of a new customs 
regulation under which articles shipped 
to a Chinese port for ultimate transport 
abroad are no longer recorded as ship- 
ments to that Chinese port, but appear 
as direct exports to their foreign destina- 
tion. There is some discrepancy between 
the figures that appear in the customs re- 
turns and those that I find in the daily 
shipping lists compiled by the Chamber 
ot Commerce, with regard to the export 
ot beans and bean product. Thus, the 
latter show exports totalling 20,238 cwts. 
of bean cake to the Dutch Indies (Sama- 
rang) which does not appear in the cus- 
toms returns at all. This cargo may, of 
course, have been declared for a Chinese 
port, where it was transshipped. So, too, 
the daily shipping lists show 8,455 cwts. 
of bean oil as sent to the United King- 
dom, 430 cwts. to the United States, of 
which all but 18 cwts. were for Boston 
and none to Germany, while the customs 
figures give only 3,705 cwts. to the United 
Kingdom, 5,165 cwts. to Germany and 18 
cwts. to the United States. It looks as if 
the shipments for Boston and for German 
ports had passed via some British port 
and had been declared to customs as for 
the United Kingdom. However the fig- 
ures may be interpreted, there can be no 
doubt that there is a real widening of the 
demand all over the world for Manchurian 
beans and bean oil. Bean oil has been 
exported to Europe and to America in 
barrels, with apparently good results, Ex- 
periments have also been made with it in 
iron drums, but the problem of bringing 
back the empties has not yet been sur- 
mounted, as it has apparently not yet 
been found possible to use the drums on 
the homeward journey as containers for 
any other commodity. There is a certain 
importation here of empty kerosene tins 
and boxes from Japan for use as con- 
tainers of bean oil, and it would appear 
that by trade usage a box that has only 
been used once is known as a “new” 
container. The bean harvest of 1909 was 
somewhat deficient, a fact which, com- 
bined with the continually growing de- 
mand for Manchurian bean products on 
the home markets, accounts both for the 
higher prices ruling in 1910 and for the 
reduction, particularly noticeable in their 
junk trade, of the export of beans and 
bean oil to Chinese ports. In bean cake, 
on the other hand, where the European 
demand does not operate, trade has been 
diverted from Japan to the south of 
China. The following tables show the 
quantities, total values and declared de- 
stinctions, according to customs returns, 
of the beans, bean cake and bean oil ex- 
ported from Newchwang during 1909-10:—

Rates on crude oil alleged to be ex- 
cessive by more than 1,u00 per cent.

cording to a complaint filed by the 
oil cOmpany to-day with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The oil com- 
pany asks for reparation in the sum 
of $13,468, asserting that the Southern 
Pacific admitted that the rates charged 
were exorbitant. 


Never before in the history of the 
sardine business at Eastport, Me., have 
the little herring been so plentiful as 
now, thousands of hogsheads having 
been received last week at the fac- 
tories here and at Lubec, while there 
is every prospect of a continued un- 
limited supply. All factories are now in 
operation and there will doubtless be 
plenty of work for the many hundreds 
of men and women employed in this 
industry for the remainder of the sea- 
son. 


The Peerless 5 and 10 Cent Wall Pa- 
per Company, of Pittsburgh, is now 
in the hands of a receiver. In the bill 
asking for a receiver I. L. Burke, a 
stockholder, sets forth that the com- 
pany is captalized at $500,000. He states 
in the bill that by reason of the com- 
pany’s selling prices, the company has 
incurred the enmity of wall paper man- 
ufacturers and jobbers’ associations 
which conspired to ruin the credit and 
destroy the business of the Peerless 
company. 


Lewis Emery, Jr., son of the former 
Lincoln-Republican nominee for Gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania and a prominent 
citizen of Bradford, Pa., died at his 
home in that city on August 11, after 
a long illness. Mr. Emery was forty- 
four years of age and was closely 
identified with his father in extensive 
oil operations throughout Pennsylvania, 
He was a member of the Select Council 
and a member of many business and 
social organizations. Besides his par- 
ents, he leaves a widow and one child. 


Ludington Patton, Jr., president of 
the Patton Paint Company, Milwaukee, 
Wis., Was among the passengers on the 
Pennsylvania eighteen-hour flyer which 
was wrecked near Fort Wayne, Ind., 
last Sunday morning. Mr. Patton's 
foot was slightly injured, but he suf- 
fered greatly from shock. He is, how- 
ever, attending to business, and is re- 
ceiving the congratulations of his 
friends on his narrow escape. As a re- 
sult of this accident there were four 
killed and over thirty more or less 
seriously injured. 


The negotiations which have been in 
progress at Cincinnati for some time 
between representatives of the Asia- 
tic Oil Company and the Indian Refin- 
ing Company have been completed, the 
former securing 49 per cent. interest 
in the properties of the Indian. The 
other properties involved in the deal 
are those of Snowden Bros., the Shaw 
Oil Company, the International Oil and 
Gas Company and the Central Refining 
Company. Representatives of the 
Asiatic interests are now in the Law- 
renceville field supervising the tests of 
the optioned properties, those of the 
Indian having been completed some 
lime ago. 

The protest of the American Shipping 


Company against the assessment made 
by the customs collector at Chicago on 
an importation of human hair was 
overruled by the Board of United 
States Appraisers. The goods were as- 
sessed at 20 per cent. ad valorem un- 
der paragraph 442 of the Payne-Al- 
drich tariff as “human hair, cleaned 
but not manufactured,” the importers 
claiming it to be free of duty as “hu- 
man hair, raw, uncleansed and not 
drawn,’ under paragraph 583. No tes- 
timony having been introduced on the 
part of the importers tending to sub- 
stantiate their claim, the board af- 
firmed the decision of the collector.

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Ginseng at Amoy. 


In 1909 ginseng was imported into Amoy 
to the value of $88,230 gold. In 1910 the 
imports amounted to $101,287. Most of it 
is imported via Hong Kong. p ; 

The retail price of ginseng varies from 
8 cents to $1.65 gold per ounce. Owing 
to the lack of experience possessed by 
local buyers, it is difficult to say just 
how much direct importing they would 
be able to do as they are unacquainted 
with the details of shipping to and from 
America and the incidental requirements 
of the local customs duties. For these 
reasons they have been content to pay a 
little more and import through a broker 
in Hong Kong. The determination of the 
grade of ginseng is a difficult matter, for, 
without a middleman, it sometimes hap- 
pens that the buyer and the seller do not 
agree as to the actual value of the goods 
sent. 

Recently a local buyer accepted a ship- 
ment direct from the United States, he 
paying the duty and such incidental 
charges as accrued and the sender paying 
the first transportation charges. Havin 
deducted his expenses, the buyer pai 
for the ginseng at the rate of $6.50 gold 
per pound and is now awaiting reply as 
to whether the sender cares to consider 
a further shipment on the same terms. 


American 
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Insecticide Act Amended. 


Washington, Aug. 18, 1911. 


Secretaries McVeagh of the Treasury, 
Wilson of Agriculture, and Nagel of Com- 
merce and Labor departments, who are 
charged with the duty of enforcing the 
insecticide act of 1910, have issued a state- 
ment to the effect that ‘‘Regulation 28 of 
the rules and regulations for carrying out 
the provisions of the insecticide act of 
1910 is hereby amended to read as follows, 
the amendment to be effective at once:— 

Regulation 28. Enforcement of regulations. 

Regulation 12 will not be enforced until 
January 1, 1912. Prior to that time all mat- 
ter required by the act to be stated on the 
label may be added to the principal label in 
type sufficiently clear to attract the imme- 
diate attention of the purchaser by means of 
a sticker or paster or supplemental label in 
such a way as not to render the principal 
label deceptive or misleading.

Quiet trading has characterized the 
spot market during the past week. 
Consumers have adopted a conserva- 
tive policy, and there seems to be &@ 
feeling that the strength of the mar- 
ket is more artificial than real. The 
week's run of hogs at Western packing 
points exceeded general expectations, 
and this caused more or less uneasiness 
in the lard situation. At times the lard 
futures were under pressure from the 
packers, but the market, as a whole, 
ruled comparatively steady through- 
out the week. There was an entire ab- 
sence of important features. The 
week’s export movement of lard from 
this port amounted to 10,186,957 pounds, 
compared with 9,241,958 pounds for the 
same week last year. City steam lard 
at the close was held at 8%c., prime 
Western in tierces at 9.30c., and lard 
compound at 74%@7'eec., according to 
brand, quantity and seller. 

Tallow. 


There were few important transac- 
tions to lend color to the local market 
during the interval, and the situation 
presented a quiet appearance, Sales all 
told amounted to 100 hhds. of city at 
6%c., and 250 special at 65%c. Supplies 
have not increased to any material ex- 
tent, and sellers’ views are higher for 
immediate shipment. There was no 
London auction. The export move- 
ment from this port for the week 
amounted to 897,200 pounds. At the 
close city in hhds, was quoted at 
6%c., while edible in tierces was held 
at 7c. Special grades were quoted at 
644c. loose and 6%c in tierces. 

Stearines. 

Higher prices were established in the 
oleo market during the past week, al- 
though at the close quotations were 
rather easy at the advance. Aggre- 
gate sales amounted to 5 car lots at 
9@9%c. Lard stearine has remained 
quiet, with former prices still current. 
Spot is held at 10%@llc. Oleo oil was 
held at 7%@9%c., according to grade. 
Neutral lard was quoted nominally at 
10c. Closing cables from Rotterdam 
quoted oleo oil at 54 florins and neutral 
lard at 56@57 florins. Exports of stear- 
ine from this port for the week 
amounted to 24.000 pounds. 

Greases. 

A moderate demand for home and 
export accounts has prevailed through- 
out the week, and the market, while 
quiet, has remained steady. Consum- 
ers are cautious about operating exten- 
sively owing to the uncertain condi- 
tions prevailing in cotton oil. The for- 
eign movement for the interval has 
shown considerable’ shrinkage. Ex- 
ports from this port for the week 
amounted to 348,000 pounds. At the 
close yellow was 5%4@6\c., brown, 5% 
@5c.; white, 6@ic., and house 5%4@ 
5%c.

Chicago, Aug. 16, 1911. 

Traders in the speculative mar- 
lard had the quietest day in a 
week and prices held within compara- 
tively narrow bounds, showing firmness 
at the outset, but closing with practically 
all of the initial gains ceeded back. Hogs 
gave promise of doing much better at the 
opening, starting at an advance of 5@10c., 
and this instilled courage in buyers of 
lard. Hard spots in the market for the 
latter brought out fairly liberal selling, 
however, and lack of outside support, 
along with a bad finish for the hog mar- 
ket, brought about a reaction in the late 
trade. Interest centered chiefly in the 
nearby months, with September opening at 
an advance of ic. and closing unchanged 
at $8.92144. October opened at $9.05, and re- 
ceded to $9. where it closed, net 2c. 
lower for the day. Little interest was 
evinced in January, which opened at $8.7214 
and closed at $8.66, or the same as on the 
foregoing day. 

Closing prices were 17% to 20c. lower 
than the low spot of the week, which 
was touched on Friday. January at $8.65 
was 5c. higher than at the low time Fri- 
day. Quite a good speculative business 
was transacted in lard during the week, 
with the market somewhat unsettled and 
prices irregular, reflecting the uneven con- 
ditions in the market for live hogs.

ferings were fairly liberal, but the de- 
mand most of the period was of gen- 
erous character, with outsiders, local 
commission houses and packers giving the 
market support at various periods. Pro- 
duction was in excess of last year’s at 
this time, while shipments also showed an 
increase, without being particularly large, 
the total for the week being 6,434,900 
pounés and the aggregate for the period 
since October 31, 1910, to date, 241,724,600 
pounds, against 203,355,585 pounds for the 
corresponding period in 1909-1910. Exports 
were liberal, 925,000 pounds in excess of 
exports for the corresponding week last 
year. and advices from foreign marts 
were of a more encouraging nature, 
Liverpool prices being advanced 2s. Stocks 
here were generous, although showing a 
decrease of 11,020 tierces since August 1, 
the total August 15 being 137,552 tierces, 
against 148,444 tierces on August 1. 

Bulk of the trading during the week 
was in September, October and January 
contracts. Early in the week the feeling 
was rather easy and pressure to sell in 
the absence of aggressive buying forced 
prices 124%@l5c. lower. At the recession 
buyers took courage, offerings lightened 
and a firmer market developed, prices 
rallying 27%@30c., reaching the high point 
of the week. Towards the close there was 
a renewal of selling on realizing and 
prices made irregular declines and closed 
comparatively steady at near the lowest 
point of the period. Demand for ship- 
ment was comparatively light and there 
wis iittie doing in the way of cold storage 
buying. 

To-day’s demand for cash lard was ex- 
ceedingly quiet, but offerings were not 
burdensome and values displayed fair 
stability. Round lots of regular lard 
were quoted at the close at 5c. under 
September figures, or at $8.87%, with small 
lots pressed on sale at 5@7%%c. further 
discount. Loose lots were in limited sup- 
ply and good demand at 45c. under Sep- 
tember, an unusually short discount. 
Leaf lard also was in light supply, but 
the demand was indifferent and prices 
were only steady at $8.25. Neutral met 
with a slow inquiry. Offerings were fair 
and the market steady at $9.374%@9.50 for 
No. 1 and $8.8744@9 for No. 2. 

STEARINES.—Demand for _ stearines 
this week continued of good volume and 
prices made further slight upward gains.

STATEMENT OF BUSINESS FOR ELEVEN 
MONTHS ISSUED BY THE GOVERN 
MENT CHAMBER OF INDUSTRY 

Messina, Sicily, July 10, 1911. 


The Chamber of Citrus Fruit Industries 
of Messina, Sicily, in the following make 
public the situation on the 30th of No- 
vember, 1910, of the Camera Agrumaria 
of Messina and its profit and loss ac- 
count, referring to the business year of 
1910. 

That business year includes only the 
eleven months from the ist of January 
to the 30th of November, the present

California Oil Situation Improving. 


Los Angeles, August 12, 1911 


quiet week has just passed in the 
California fields with little news of especial 
interest to record, that is, no gushers have 
been brought in in any of the fields, although 
several wells that would be considercsd sensa- 
tions in some districts were finished. Drilling 
operations show no signs of falling off in the 
Sunset-Midway district, although at Coalinga 
and some of the other fields there are evi- 
dences that the big overproduction is begin- 
ning to tell, and an ofl man just returned from 
Coalinga stated that it was very quiet there. 
although the extensively hot weather in the 
valley may partly account for this. 

In the new districts, the Lost Hills and the 
Relle Ridge, the activity is increasing. of 
the southern fields Fullerton continues to show 
the mest life. The little town of Brea estab- 
lished on the Pacific electric ilne in the La 
Habra valley near the mouth of Brea Canyon 
is developing rapidly. Houses are going up in 
all quarters and many lots are being sold.

At Sisquor, the ofl town situated near the 
Cat Canyon district, in the Santa Maria field, 
similar conditions prevail all brought about 
by the oil development.

CONDITIONS IMPROVING 
General conditions seem to be improving 


somewhat, brought about by the sure, but slow, 
increase in consumption, as shown by the re 
ports of the Independent Agency for several 
months past. This week the first cargo of 
erude oil for the Northern Pacific railroad, 
to apply on its contract made with the Agency 
six months ago, arrived at Seattle. The cargo 
consisted of 35,000 barrels in the tank steamer 
Ww. F. Herrin, one of the Associated Oi] Com- 
pany’s fleet. This tanker will be kept in this 
service and will make three trips each month 
between San Francisco and Seattle. The Great 
Northern has storage capacity to the extent 
of about 250,000 barrels and proposes to in- 
crease it as occasion demands. The company 
already has 163 locomotives in its Western 
division fitted as of] burners and is at work 
changing others as rapidly as possible, so that 
the demand for fuel will be an increasing one. 
This contract was taken by the Agency at a 
very low price—26 cents per barrel—as an in- 
ducement to the railroad to use liquid fuel, 
but the average price received hy the Agency 
members will not be reduced by it, owing to 
other higher priced contracts recently made. 

Another contract made by the Independent 
Agency has just been announced which is also 
looked upon as an entering wedge into a 
market that will continue to broaden. Agents 
of the Nicaraguan Government, who have been 
in Los Angeles for some time, have concluded 
negotiations for a supply of fuel oil for all 
public utilities In that republic. which include 
several hundred miles of railroad already built 
and in operation and which is soon to be ex- 
tended. The Nicaraguan authorities will build 
storage tanks at once, and deliveries will he- 
gin soon as they are completed 

As has been stated before. the only 
improved conditions is in extending 
kets. not only of the crude article 
of the manufactured products 

In the latter line. ofl men here 
alive to the possibilities. The 
asphalt is one of the most important indus- 
tries growine out of the oil development, and 
the demand for California asphalt is rapidly 
increasing. High freight rates make compe- 
tition a difficult matter. but every one inter- 
ested in this branch of the business is anx- 
jously awaiting the opening of the Panama 
Canal, which will place California in close 
touch with the Atlantic coast markets and 
asphalt manufacturers here are making their 
plans accordingly. 

The plans of the Standard to establish as- 
phalt plants in connection with its Point Rich- 
mond plant, and its refinery now being built 
at FE! Secundo, have already been alluded to 
in this correspondence The Standard is go- 
ing into the asphalt business on an extensive 
scale. There are in the State a score or more 
of independent factories and all of them have 
for two years been doine a profitable bust- 
ness. They are smal] affairs, however, as com- 
pared with the proposed plants of the Standard, 
but several are now taking stens to enlarge 
their plants. The Ensign-Baker Refining Com- 
pany, whose factory is at Hadley Station ad- 
jacent to the Santa Maria fleld, has just made 
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arrangements to greatly enlarge its capacity 
with a view to handling the output of the Cat 
Canyon district. which produces a very heavy 
grade of oil especially suited for this purpose. 
The company has already made ariangements 
with the Brooks Oil Company and the Palmer 
Oil ‘Company for their output, and expect to 
expand as occasion requires. The Santa Ma- 
ria Oilfields, Ltd., has completed plans for 
an asphalt refinery and will soon be market- 
ing its own product. At Summerland the as- 
phalt plant that was dismantled several years 
ago and moved to Edna in San Luis Obispo 
county is being replaced by a plant that ex- 
pects to use ‘the output of the Summerland 
district. 

Taking all these things into consideration 
the outlook for the industry in general is 
brighter than for a year past, and while a 
general shut down is still advocated it is 
highly improbable so long as the price of oil 
remains at its present figure. For while the 
price is not as high as some producers would 
like to see it, it is still attractive enough 
to encourage drilling, as the monthly field re- 
ports very clearly show. And there is, as a 
matter of fact, a more contented feeling 
among oil men at present oyer the situation 
than has been noted for several months, 


FIELD NOTES. 


The Buena Vista Hills belt promises to be 
one of the most prolific in the State. Several 
exceptional wells have already been brought 
in here by the Honolulu Oil Company, and the 
latest strike by the Standard on section 36- 
21-23, which is six miles northwest of the 
original well of the Honolulu company, proves 
up a large area as good oil land that was 
first thought to be good only for gas. The 
Standard well is still doing 4,800 barrels a 
day steady, and is proving to be one of the 
best wells brought in in several months. The 
Honolulu well, on section 12-32-24, is a con- 
sistent producer at about 1,600 barrels a day, 
and the company’s No. 1, on section 14-32-24, 
is doing 500 barrels a day. All this oil runs 
about 25 degrees in gravity. 

The Brooks Oil Company’s well in Cat Can- 
yon is producing again about 600 barrels a day 
of 14 gravity oil. This oil is so heavy that 
it is necessary to run hot water into the well 
to heat the oil before it can be brought to the 
surface. The company has been experiment- 
ing with this well for over a year, but this 
last plan seems to be proving satisfactory. 

The Standard has completed its pipe line in 
the La Habra Valley and oll will soon be run 
to its tank farm at Northam, where two steel 
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storage tanks have been completed. The com- 
pany has just made a contract with the Ful- 
lerton Oil Company for its production In exces; 
of that which goes to the Union Oil Company. 
The Fullerton company has one well preduc- 
ing about 1,000 barrels a day of high gravity 
oil, but this oil is being stored and no con- 
tract has yet been made for it. 

In the Standard’s well on the 
a stratum of artesian water 
at about 1,100 feet, and it 
will be made into a water 
water for operating purposes. The scarcity 
of water in the La Habra Valley is one of 
the drawbacks to operators, 

The Los Angeles Chamber of Mines and Oil 
has appointed a committee to draft a new oil 
land bill based on the leasing system to be 
submitted to Congress. Judge Frank Pierce, 
former Assistant Secretary of the Interior, 
who is now a resident of Los Angeles, is chair- 
man of the committee. Judge Pierce is 
strongly in favor of a leasing system, and 
states his belief that if the oil men want any 
law at all on the disposition of oil lands it 
must be on this basis. There is still, how- 
ever, considerable opposition to this plan. 

The Kettleman Hills district 
known quantity so far as oil is concerned. 
Drilling has been carried on here for ten 
years, but as yet no well has been brought in 
of any value. The Medallion Oil Company has 
a hole down 4,230 feet on section 20-22-18 and 
the Coalinga-Kettleman company on section 
2-22-17 is down 4,170 feet, but neither has yet 
struck oil. These wells have cost to date 
nearly $200,000. Three other concerns are also 
at work in Hills. 

News comes from Washington that the sults 
against the Southern Pacific Company to quiet 
title to mineral lands on which the govern- 
ment issued patents under alleged misrepre- 
sentation by the railroad company will be 
filed within the next new weeks. B. D. Town- 
send, the special counsel appointed to take 
eharge of the prosecution by the government, 
has been busy for several months past in col- 
lecting data and preparing the suits. 


The Kern Trading and Oil Company (Southern 
Pacific) is making preparations for extensive 
drilling on its McKittrick properties. Several 
rigs have been put up and material for others 
is arriving daily, and it is said the con.pany 
will have a half dozen strings of tools running 
within a few weeks. The company is still 
prosecuting its work in the Sunset-Midway 
and Coalinga fields without any letup. A re- 
port from Coalinga states that the company

There is nothing new in the big deal in the 
Illinois field of the sale of the Indian Re- 
fining Company’s holdings to the Asiatic Petro- 
leum Company, a subsidiary of the Dutch-Shell 
Company.

Generally the market presents the 
same inactive appearance, with buying 
for current needs the rule in practi- 
cally every department, There is, how- 
ever, a more confident tone evidenced 
in dealers’ views with the approach of 
the season which is counted upon to 
impart a renewal of buying interest. 
‘The week’s market developments have 
not been of an especially significant 
character with the exception of a turn 
in the opium situation, although the 
high level previously noted was more 
nominal than actual. The reaction 
has been attributed to arrivals. Car- 
bolic acid was in firmer tendency on a 
good demand and rather light supplies. 
Cod liver cil attracted steady buying 


interest for delivery over the cooler 
months, and the market retained its 
favorable position. Haarlem oil was 


easier, apparently under sharper com- 
petition. Glycerine was an _ unsettled 
market and the weakness of dynamite 
under heavy selling pressure forced C. 
P. to a lower level. Arrivals of kola 
nuts were available further in buyers’ 
favor. Menthol was siow of sale, with 
the market in easier tendency, The 
continued scarcity of balsam tolu in- 
duced firmer views. Condurango bark 
was higher as a result of light and 
more closely controlled stocks. Limited 
arrivals of Angostura tonka beans 
commanded materially firmer values. 
Calabar and St. Ignatius beans were 
easier On better supplies. Orange oil 
has been in upward tendency in sym- 
pathy with primary conditions, the 
new crop outlook being reported un- 
favorable Lemon and bergamot were 
firm at unchanged prices. Clove oil re- 
flected the rising course of spice. Fur- 
ther bullish advices were received on 
otto of rose. Roman chamomiles have 
scored a further advance on the pessi- 
mistic crop outlook. A firmer tone has 
been imparted to arnica and calendula 
fiowers on corresponding conditions 
«broad. Better supplies and a lack of 
demand brought asafoetida to a lower 
ievel. There was an easier suggestion 
to short buchu, and quotations are 
nominal. German marjoram com- 
manded firmer prices as a result of 
scarcity. Golden seal was more or less 
neminal in the absence of available 
supplies. Shortage also occasioned a 
stronger market for Cartagena ipecae, 
with Rio practically unobtainable. 
Mexican sarsaparilla was in further 
reactionary tendency on the continued 
slowness of demand. Star anise seed 
was under better control and firmer. 
Celery scored an advance under the 
more seasonable demand and _ the 
higher position abroad. Larkspur was 
in firmer tendency on materially re- 
duced supplies. The week’s changes

The $8 basis for cases, which we had 
occasion to note previously, proved of 
short duration, the market on Tuesday 
breaking 25c. The check to the soar- 
ing movement was attributed to the 
materialization of the goods which had 
during the previous week been in evi- 
Gence at $7.75 for arrival. While sales 
of odd case lots had been reported at 
$8, the market was not regarded as 
especially firm at this level, as regular 


buyers were believed to be able to 
operate without difficulty at $7.75. 
While case quotations had been pre- 


viously withdrawn in a leading quarter, 


jobbing lots were offered at $7.80. The 
market at the lower level does not 
seem to attract any keener interest 


than at the basis previously in effect. 
Supplies in manufacturing quarters are 
believed to be much below their usual 
holdings, but the prevailing conditions 
are not of a character to prompt any 
more than the most urgent covering. 
There is undoubtedly a speculative ele- 
ment to the market, and to the average 
buyer the situation must necessarily 
be more or less involved. Bullish pre- 
dictions continue to emanate from pri- 
mary quarters, Constantinople predict- 
ing a 35s. market for 11%@12 per cent. 
goods with the completion of the har- 
vest. Dealers at that point were re- 
ported selling only as they were able 
to replace, and paying full prices for 
new gum. Probably the most signifi- 
cant development, in connection with 
the apparent shortage of the current 
production, is the accepted condition of 
deficiency in morphia test. This is espe- 
cially true of the early arrivals. Some 


of the more pessimistic reports have 
deficiency as much as 


placed this 





twenty per cent. below the average of 
last year’s crop. A probably fairer 
basis of comparison is found in that 
giving the current test in the. Kara- 
nissar districts as 10@11 per cent., as 
against 114%@12% per cent. previously. 
According to later advices, the yield 
from the spring sowings was turning 
out satisfactory. Buyers are giving 
preference to last year’s goods where 
available, and sales for shipment have 
been reported at close to the prevailing 
spot basis. According to the experi- 
ence of one operator, a recent arrival 
of new opium, purchased as good 
Karahissar, proved the worst-looking 
goods in his experience, and it was 
only available for manufacturing or 
for use in the powdered or granular 
state. Advices from our Philadelphia 
correspondent report the amount of 
opium in bond there at the close of 
July as 19.034 pounds, valued at $90,697, 
while at the same time last year there 
were in bond 2,282 pounds ($9,676).

@90c. for Oregon. Offers of the for- 
mer from initial quarters are reported 
few, labor in the gathering districts 
finding steadier and more remunerative 
occupation in other lines. 

Tolu remains in the same state of 
scarcity and there seems to be less in- 
clination on the part of holders to sell 
below 30c., while the range is main- 
tained to 35c. 

Some dealers adhere to $2 for Peru, 
declaring it warranted for genuine 
goods of direct importation, but the 
range still runs to $1.55 for grades 
which are said to meet the U. S. P. 


standard. 
Barks. 


A good demand has been noted for 
cascara sagrada, with sales resulting 
at market figures, 9c. for 1910 to 10%c. 
for old bark, which is receiving the 
preference of buyers. Some of the cur- 
rent peel purchased for local account 
is held on the coast for possible ship- 
ment abroad. Reports from the gath- 
ering districts continue to forecast a 
production much below the average, 
the effect of which is emphasized by 
the reported clearing of old supplies on 
the coast. 

Cottonroot bark continues in short 
supply, and while 18c. is still reported 
available the range is maintained to 
25c. 

We find 14%c. acceptable for new 
select elm in bundles, 

Condurango is materially firmer at 
15@1é6c., the limited stock being closely 
controlled. 

The movement in cut and crushed 
soap bark continues light and the mar- 
ket is under easier influences, although 
quotations show no change. 


Beans. 


A fairly steady jobbing movement in 
vanilla is reported, but the market is 
more or less under the quiet influence 
of the season so far as transactions of 
moment are concerned. Supplies gen- 
erally remain within moderate limits, 
and there is no disposition on the part 
of dealers to cater to buyers’ interests. 
All of the dominating conditions seem 
to crystallize into a situation which 
commands the confidence of the trade 
well into the period of new crops. In- 
terest is centered in the Bourbon situa- 
tion as offering the first opportunity 
for replenishment, but local dealers do 
not seem to be any the more reconciled 
to the high level prevailing at sources 
abroad. Attempts to operate at any- 
thing to better advantage than 40 
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francs per kilo are said to have been 
unavailing in France, and the stock in 
evidence at this limit was meager and 
consisted entirely of seconds. First 
qualities were wanting, and thirds and 
fourths were equally unobtainable. In 
other instances 45 francs was asked. 
The cost here on the latter basis would 
be fully $4, and $4.25 would be a close 
jobbing basis. At this level the con- 
suming demand, it is believed, would 
prove of a character that would not 
warrant stocking to a considerable ex- 
tent by importers. The French mar- 
kets are undoubtedly in a better posi- 
tion than they have been in many 
years to remain indifferent to buying 
from this quarter. The early arrivals 
will come on almost depleted markets, 
and home requirements promise to ab- 
sorb the goods as soon as they are 
available. By February it is believed 
here that the Bourbon crops will have 
been well marketed. A small lot of 
Mayotte beans is due to a leading im- 
porter here next month on direct ship- 
ment from the producing island. Half 
of the Reunion crop is said to have 
been engaged. There is an auction 
scheduled for Wednesday in London, 
but it may be postponed awaiting 
supplies to relieve the present short- 
age. Recent arrivals of Mexican 
beans here are of a more desir- 
able quality than the first receipts. 
Many of the beans purchased for local 
account will be permitted to remain in 
Mexico to insure their sound keeping 
quality, and will be taken for the fall 
trade. While some grades of Mexicans 
are offered on spot below $4, it is 
doubtful whether this figure can be 
shaded for stock of desirable quality. 
Cuts are steady at $3.75@3.87%, while 
Bourbons are held at $3.75@4.25. We 
have the following correspondence on 
the Paris market:— 
Paris, Aug. 12, 1911. 

Paris continues equally firm, with stocks 
insignificant and the consuming demand steady 
despite the dog days which we are now ex- 
periencing. Transactions among dealers are 
in abeyance by reason of the dearth of goods. 
The steamer Oxus arrived July 25 with three 
cases of old crop Bourbon for Paris, and one 
case new crop for Comores, too fresh and 
partly damaged by water. On the contrary, 
some cases of new crop Comores, arriving by 
the preceding steamer, have come to Paris in 
an excellent state of conservation by grace of 
a special preparation made by one of the lead- 
ing curers of Mayotte, which gives an early 
arrival as well as an excellent preparation, 
excelling both in dryness and bouquet. The 
market for the different varieties of vanilla at 
Paris is as follows:—Bourbon, Madagascar or 
Comores, head and tail, 66 per cent. firsts, 17 
@18 centimeters, 47.50@52.50 francs; Bourbon, 
Madagascar or Comores, firsts only, 17@18 cen- 
timeters, 50@52.50 francs; Mexican of good 
quality, 55@65 francs; Mexican of lower qual- 
ity, 45@55 francs; Tahiti, original lots, 17@18 
franes per kilo. 

There have been small arrivals of 
Angostura tonka beans, which have 
come on the market, with sales result- 
ing at $5.50. The goods are under close 
control, Calabar and St. Ignatius 
beans are in better supply, with 3(c. 
acceptable for both varieties. 


Berries. 


There is a fair jobbing inquiry for 
cubebs at unchanged prices, 42@44c. for 
ordinary and 44@46c. for XX and pow- 
dered. The continued firmness of the 
market is attributed to the correspond- 
ing situation abroad, while the same 
difficulty is reported in tracing desir- 
able qualities. 

Junipers are quiet within the range 
of 24@3c., as to quality, but the tone 
of the market is firmer on the con- 
tinued absence of offers for new goods. 

Reduced supplies of saw palmetto 
berries are reported in some quarters, 
with higher prices named to 30c. A 
limited quantity was offered at 2lIc. 

For an ordinary grade of sloe ber- 
ries 5%c. has been named, although for 
a select quality 16c. was reported paid. 


Essential Oils. 


The tone of the market for the lead- 
ing descriptions continues bullish, with 
higher prices still the rule. Among the 
Sicilian essences orange has scored the 
principal gain. A late test is said to 
have disclosed nothing to better ad- 
vantage than $2.60. Available stocks 
in the primary market are said to be 
almost exhausted, and with the fruit 
reported damaged by protracted heat 
and drought, offers for new crop ship- 
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ment have been practically withdrawn, 
The sixty days within which the gov- 
ernment was privileged to appeal from 
the decision of the local board, estab- 
lishing the duty basis at 25 per cent., 
expires with the coming week, and if 
no action is taken by that time the 
rate becomes operative automatically. 
The same firm conditions characterize 
lemon, but no change has been occa- 
sioned in prices, $1.50@1.60 being the 
ruling range. Late advices from Ca- 
tania reported steadily diminishing 
stocks, with the prospect that they 
would be reduced to insignificant pro- 
portions by the entry of the new crop. 
For shipment of the latter $1.25 is 
named, while old oil is held for $1.50. 
Bergamot is well maintained at $4.60@ 
4.75 on spot, but there is little anima- 
tion to the market. According to re- 
cent advices from Sicily, the new crop 
outlook was discouraging, and not even 
under the most favorable conditions 
from this time could a production equal 
to last season’s be counted upon. If 
the yield of oil from the fruit were 
good, it was predicted, the shortage 
might be 25@30 per cent., while if the 
yield were poor, it would amount to 
50@60 per cent. Our correspondent in 


the primary market writes as _ fol- 
lows :— 
Palermo, Aug. 5, 1911. 
Oil of Lemon.—Trade has not been very ac- 


tive these last days. In the earlier part of the 
week some parcels changed hands at the full 
parity of our last quotations, but during these 
last days local buyers also have shown signs 
of indifference and have kept off the market. 
It remains, however, in exactly the same po- 
sition as the available supply is so small and 
firmly held, that prices show no signs of weak- 
ness, and sellers are always prepared to ask 
full values or even further advances as soon as 
they are approached by any buyers. For new 
crop the position remains unchanged, too, both 
buyers and sellers keeping their position and 
prices being generally unchanged. 

Oil of Orange.—The market is very firm and 
the supply is so small that transactions can 
be made only with difficulty.

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INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


Recent developments effecting the in- 
dustrial world have not been of a char- 
acter to increase confidence in business 
conditions. The labor troubles in 
England have been felt in shipping cir- 
cles, and it is believed that a continua- 
tion of the strike will have a serious 
influence on commerce between Great 
Britain and this country. Labor condi- 
tions at home are not over encourag- 
ing, and there appears to be a growing 
of discontent at several important in- 
dustrial centers. Many of the rail- 
roads also are confronted with seem- 
ingly unreasonable demands from labor 
unions, and the outlook is uncertain at 
best. The recent publication of the 
government’s crop report was undeni- 
ably bad. The intense heat has had a 
disastrous effect on several of the im- 
portant staples, and as the hot weather 
has continued since the beginning of 
the month, it is not likely that govern- 
ment figures will change for the better. 
A break in the securities market has 
attracted attention from all sources of 
trade. Liquidation in the stock market 
is seldom justified by the superficial 
reasons current, but is always ex- 
plained by later developments. The 
money market is not easy below the 
surface, although any hardening of 
rates on account of the autumn move- 
ment of money is probably several 
weeks away. 

Time money is quoted at 3 per cent. 
for ninety days and 4 per cent. for six 
months. Call money on _ the Stock 
Exchange has ranged from 2@2% per 
cent., Friday’s close being at 2% per 
cent. The better grades of mercantile 
paper are held at 4@4% per cent. for 
sixty days, and 444@5 per cent. for six 
months. Sterling exchange rates for 
actual business were $4.8595@4.8605 for 
demand bills. Bar silver was quoted 
at 52c., and Mexican dollars at 45@49c. 

There was a continuance of the down- 
ward movement of prices in the securi- 
ties market during the past week, and 
the situation appeared to be very 
much unsettled. It is admitted in 
many financial circles that the present 
state of trade or the outlook do not 

yarrant any boom in stock values. 
The fact that the Presidential election 
is only about a year off is another dis- 
turbing feature which promises to de- 
velop in importance as time progresses. 

In view of the loss of $626,000 which 
the Southern Cotton Oil, subsidiary of 
the Virginia-Carolina, showed for its 
fiscal year ended May 31 last, there is 
much speculation as to what the Amer- 
ican Cotton Oil, whose year ends with 
this month, will show. The following 
table includes the earnings of the two

The General Chemical Company has 
declared the regular quarterly dividend 
of 1% per cent. on the preferred stock.

London, Aug. 12, 1911. 


The next drug auction will not be held until 
August 24, after an interval of four weeks 
since the last event, and meantime very quiet 
conditions rule as regards movement of prod- 
uce, Some excitement and much _incon- 
venience have been occasioned this week by 
the extensive labor dispute at the docks, where, 
in consequence of practically all transport 
workers striking, operations virtually ceased 
and obtaining delivery or export of goods from 
the port was impossible. Not only this, but 
dispatch to the home trade was considerably 
hampered by private carters’ union employes 
joining their dock brethren and molesting and 
retarding delivery from and to manufacturing 
houses. However, at the time of writing there 
are hopes of a settlement, although the dis- 
turbance to the drug trade might have been 
worse had the strike occurred in the busier 
season. Merchants and wholesalers will be 
thankful to see a normal labor situation re- 
established. The short duration of the strike 
so far has not had any material influence on 
prices, although should the hope of settlement 
not be fulfilled values would naturally advance 
as stocks of articles in demand became de- 
pleted. However, the portents at the moment 
favor a satisfaction of the men’s demands. 

Price changes in the interval have not been 
numerous. The stringency on opium is with- 
out abatement, as indicated by primary cables 
of 25s. 3d. c. i. f. for 11% per cent. drug, and 
later 26s., but buyers show no anxiety to come 
in. Tokat has been sold at 26s, and Persian 
at 20s. 6d., the latter closing at 21s. where 
sellers are available; spot druggists’ goods— 
11% per cent.—are returned at the close at 25s. 
In morphia there is little business doing, and 
the nominal quotations for average wholesale 
requirements of muriate powder range from 
10s. 6d. to lls. per ounce for makers, with 
supplies from second hands offering at 10s. 
The codeine schedule is unaltered on the basis 
of 15s. 7d. per ounce for seventy-ounce con- 
tracts of pure crystal. 

Another outstanding current item 
mint oil, American descriptions of which, 
short crop news, continue to soar. Bulk 
now commands from 12s. 9d. to 18s. 3d, per 
pound on spot, according to holder and dis 
tiller, while for bottle (H. G. H.) 15s, 6d. Is 
the price after 15s. 3d. paid; for water crys- 
tal oil 13s. 6d. has been obtained, and 14s. 
ec. i, f. is named for this month's shipmenr 
from America. Japan dementholized is quoted 
on spot at 7s, per pound. The Mitcham har 
vest of the herb is now being collected and is 
reported as the smallest since 1893, the plants 
having been dried up by the excessive sun- 
shine experienced this summer. While the yield 
per still is expected to be good, the yield pei 
acre will be small and the total output is es- 
timated as ‘‘one of the smallest on record."’ 
Consequently, price of new Mitcham distillate 
is expected to be considerably higher. Mean- 
time, London stock of English oil offers at 36s 
per pound. 

The reports as to Mitcham lavender indicate 
that the crop is doing well, the climatic condi- 
tions having been favorable to its growth, but 
distillers are doubtful as to the remunerative 
character of distillation at late prices, and a 
large quantity—probably the major portion— 
will go for sale in bunches on the flower mar 
kets—a course which is regarded as more 
profitable to the growers. Therefore, it seems 
that the new oil will command full to highe 
values, the current for old product being 40s. 
@42s. per pound. 

The otto of rose market seems somewhat bet- 
ter defined as regards price, the coming out of 
one distiller with 61s. per Turkish ounce 
about §3s. per English ounce—rather confirming 
belief in the justification of the 40s. per Eng- 
lish ounce (since advanced to 42s.) required 
by the only other agent who on this market 
has named a definite figure.

Spices and Gums of Siam. 


Washington, Aug. 18, 1911. 


Vice-Consul General Carl C. Hansen, 
writing from Bangkok, gives the follow- 
ing information regarding spices and 
gums of Siam, He says:— 


The only condiments available for export 
from Siam at present are cardamoms, pepper, 
bird’s nests and the seeds of the lotus, look 
Krabau, pungtaria, teel and niger plants. 

The cardamoms are classified as ‘‘bastard’’ 
and ‘‘best.’’ Of the former the export for the 
fiscal year 1909-1910 amounted to 300,932 
pounds, valued at $42,990, and of the latter to 
21,612 pounds, valued at $18,259, and their 
destinations were Hong Kong, Singapore and 
China. 

During the above 
ported to the amount 
valued at $251,822; of 
pounds, valued at $3,451, went to the United 
States, and the balance to Singapore, Hong 
Kong, United Kingdom, Denmark and Cochin 
China. The bird’s nests and the various seeds 
are all exported to China, Hong Kong and 
Singapore. 

About twenty-five varieties of gum-producing 
trees are found in Siam, but the only gums 
availabie for export ara the gums of gamboge 
and benjamin. 

Gum benjamin is the ‘‘gum benzoin Siam’’ of 
the Pharmacopeeia, which is of better quality 
than the Sumatra benzoin and ts worth about 
twice as much in the European markets. The 
total export of the Siam benzoin for the fiscal 
year 1909-1910 reached 17,761 pounds, valued 
at $4,218. It has not been determined as yet 
whether the Siam benzoin plant is identical 
with the Styrax benzoin, Dryander or not, but 
the chemical constituents of the Siam balsamic 
resin show a decided difference. 

Gamboge, a gum resin obtained from Gar- 
cinia hanburi, is used medically as a cathartic. 
The export for last year amounted to 30,940 
pounds, valued at $15,379; of this, 777 pounds, 
valued at $345, were sent to the United States, 
and the balance went to the United Kingdom, 
Germany, Hong Kong and Indo-China.

The amount of business passing in 
the local chemical market keeps within 
the bounds of seasonable proportions, 
and several prominent distributors ex- 
press satisfaction with the current run 
of inquiries. The regular contract 
movement is progressing favorably in 
most items, although there are in- 
stances of material accumulations in 
some descriptions. The extremely low 
water in the rivers of Germany has 
caused a practical suspension of river 
navigation, and it seems likely that 
chemical shipments from that source 
will necessarily be delayed. Labor dif- 
ficulties in England have also taken 
on a more serious aspect, and while 
arrivals from that country are mostly 
on time at present, delays are expected 
if the strike continues. Developments 
in the local market have attracted 
more attention than of late. The easy 
tendency previously noted in the bleach 
situation has finally crystalized in low- 
er spot prices. Judging by reports cur- 
rent the speculative element in bleach 
has been “‘hit’” rather severely. Com- 
mercial white arsenic has again yielded 
under a continuance of inactive in- 
quiry. The carbonate of potash mar- 
ket is easier and calcined and hy- 
drated, 80@85 per cent., are both lower 
on spot. The strengthening of the am- 
monia markets abroad has caused an 
advance in the prices of sal ammoniac 
and leading importers have raised val- 
ues %e. all around. Chloride of 
barium is scarce on spot, but prices are 
quotably unchanged. A firm tone con- 
tinues to characterize the blue vitriol 
market. Oxalic acid is in good demand 
at prevailing prices. Crude saltpeter 
is practically exhausted on spot. Glau- 
ber’s salt is slightly easier on spot, 
earlots in bags being obtainable at 
60c. Below is a detailed market report 
of the principal items of chemical in- 
terest, also a summary of the Liver- 
pool, London, Antwerp and Philadel- 
phia chemical markets. 


Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA.—The in- 
terval has occasioned no perceptible 
change in the status of this market. 
Values continue steady under a fair 
consuming demand and _ additional 
sales are reported both for domestic 
and export purposes. Distributors 
quote on the basis of Ic. for bulk, 1.10c. 
for kegs f. o. b. works and an advance 
of .20c. all around for goods delivered 
in this section, less the usual discount 
terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER. — German 
bleach is again down to the low point 
for the year, and the market presents 
a rather easy appearance at current 
quotations. If is reported that several 
dealers who recently purchased bleach 
for speculative purposes are landed 
high and dry with the product, and 
their desire to liquidate has kept the 
market constantly under pressure, The 
consuming demand is not urgent from 
any source at present, and even im- 
porters find it necessary to cut prices 
in order to prevent storage charges. 
At current quotations the item is an 
unsatisfactory proposition for storing; 
not only is it expensive to hold, but 
the stuff deteriorates materially from 
the loss of chlorine gas. Spot prices at 
the close extended from 1.15@1.25c., ac- 
cording to brand, quantity and seller. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The advance of 
the month has brought out a freer in- 
quiry for future shipments, and it is 
reported that the output for 1912 is 
steadily being booked. The tone of the 
market is firm with former values fully 
sustained. Dealers quote on the basis 
of 1.70@1.80c., on the basis of 60 per 
cent. for 76@78 per cent. and 60 per 
cent. at 1.80@1.85c. Powdered is quoted 
at 2.40@38c. for 76 per cent., as to test, 
quantity and point of delivery. 

SALT CAKE.—Additional sales are 
reported covering requirements over 
this and next year, and dealers appear 
satisfied with the current run of in- 


quiries. The limited extent of market- 
able stocks is reflected in relatively 
small spot offerings. Prices remain 
unchanged at .62%c. and up, as to 
quantity. 

SAL SODA.—Additional sales cover- 
ing prompt and future requirements 
are reported at full prices, and it is 
stated that buyers show more dis- 


position to anticipate forward require- 
ments. Distributors quote on the basis 
of .60c. and up f. o. b. for barrels, less 
the usual discount terms. Spot lots of 
concentrated are available on the basis 
of 1%c. up, according to quantity, sell- 
er and terms of sale. 

SODA ASH.—The market has retain- 
ed its favorable position and former 
values are still current. The demand 
from the glass bottle industry has con- 
tinued very satisfactory all season. It 
is reported that the intense heat has 
created an almost unprecedented in- 
quiry for beverages, and this has been 
fully reflected in the various bottle- 
making plants. Many of the largest 
consumers of alkali have booked con- 
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tracts over 1912, while some have con- 
tracts over 1913 and 1914. The outiook 
is reported encouraging and distribu- 
tors anticipate an active fall and win- 
ter season. Light 58 per cent. is held 


at 72%c. in car lots and less than car 
lots up to 82%c. f. 0. b. works; 48 per 
cent. is quoted from 80c. to $0c. in car 
lots f. 0. b. works. 

Acids, 


ACETIC.—A moderate consuming in- 
quiry is reported at prevailing prices, 
and the market presents a steady ap- 
pearance. ‘The paint and allied trades 
are said to be drawing quite freely on 
contracts and supplies at distributing 
points are being kept at a comparative- 
ly low level. Dealers quote on the 
basis of 1.69@1.95c. for 28 per cent. in 
barrels. 

MURIATIC.—A fair movement in ad- 
aitional small lots is reported, but it 
was stated that the week’s inquiry did 
not cover much in a large way either 
for prompt or future requirements. Im- 
mediate shipments are obtained at 
1.15c. and up for 18 degrees, according 
to quantity and seller. 

NITRIC.—The local situation has 
shown no material change during the 
interval. Goods on spot are command- 
ing full prices, and the movement is 
said to involve the usual proportions 
incident to this period of the year. 
Spot 36 degrees is obtainable at 3%@ 
4i4c., according to quantity and seller. 

OXALIC.—A satisfactory demand has 
prevailed during the interval, and the 
market for spot stuff has been sustain- 
ed at the recent advance. The contin- 
ued warm weather seems to have stim- 
ulated the inquiry for bleaching and 
ijaundry purposes and business in both 
large and small quantities has been 
quoted active. Spot at the close com- 
manded 74c. Arrivals were held at 7c. 

SULPHURIC.—Steady withdrawals 
are reported on standing contracts and 
a fair amount of new business is said 
to have been placed at prevailing 
prices. There are no important devel- 
opments to chronicle. Distributors quote 
60 degrees at 85c. and 66 degrees at $1; 
both descriptions are in drums. 

TARTARIC.—There is nothing sug- 
gestive of weakness in this market, and 
Cealers continue to report a firm local 
situation under the influence of strong 
primary conditions. Spot is obtainable, 
at 30%@3l1c, for powdered, according to 
quantity, seller and terms of sale. 
Cream of tartar is steady on the basis 
of 2644@26%c. for crystals and 26144@27c, 
for powdered, as to quantity, seller and 
terms of sale. 


Miscellaneous. 


ACETATE OF LIME.—The current 
distribution against domestic and for- 
eign contracts is described as satisfac- 
tory and the market is being kept in 
comnaratively limited supply. Addi- 
tional quantities are bringing full 
prices and the situation presents a 
steady appearance. Gray is quoted at 
1.874% @1.92%c., as to quantity. 

ALUM.—Shipments against contracts 
have constituted most of the week’s 
movement, although: it is reported that 
considerable business has been placed 
for future delivery. The tone of the 
market is firm, with values unchanged, 
Dealers quote 1.75@2c. for ground and 
23.@3c. for powdered, as to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

ARSENIC. — Values have yielded 
further during the past week and busi- 
ness has again been reduced to a mini- 
mum. Recent purchases appear to 
have covered requirements for the pres- 
ent and lots involving 10 and 15 tons 
could have been picked up late in the 
interval at 1%c. Shipments were quot- 
ed at 1%c., although it was estimated 
in some quarters that the price might 
be shaded on a firm offer. 

BLUE VITRIOL. The market is firm 
under a fair inquiry from well distri- 
buted sources. Available stocks have 
not increased to any material degree 
and spot offerings of prime sorts are 
limited. Leading distributors at the 
close quoted 4%c. for car lots and 
4%c. and up for smaller parcels. 

BRIMSTONE.—The local situation is 
practically the same as previously 
noted. The general market is firm, but 
governing conditions are without im- 
portant change. Immediate shipments 
are obtainable on the basis of $22@22.50 
per ton, as to point of delivery. Re- 
cent. arrivals from Sicily amounted to 


1,000 tons. 

CARBONATE OF POTASH.—Sup- 
plies in local quarters are again rather 
liberal and the market for calcined 


80@85 per cent. and 8)@85 per cent. hy- 
drated is easier. Distributors ask 3.40@ 
. for 80@85 per cent. calcined, 44%@ 
4%c, for 96@98 per cent. calcined and 
3.75@4%4c. for 80@85 per cent. hydrated, 
according to quantity, seller and terms 
of sale. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—There has been 
nothing suggestive of a change in con- 
ditions surrounding this market. The 
steady conditions prevailing at primary 
points are reflected in the even course 
of local prices and dealers ‘report a 
steady distribution of recent arrivals.

The local market for the various fer- 
tilizer raw materials was rather quiet 
during the past week, but business, as 
a whole, is much more important than 
is generally the rule at this time of the 
year. Sulphate of ammonia is the ar- 
ticle now attracting most attention and 
quotations covering the product con- 
tinue to soar to new record high val- 
ues. Notwithstanding the fact that this 
is invariably the quietest period of the 
year, quotations covering this impor- 
iant nitrogen-carrying chemical are al- 
ready close to top notch levels, and 
there is no telling how high values 
will go. Important business for Ameri- 
can accounts has been lately placed. 
On the West Coast nitrate of soda has 
been very firm and values here are 
higher than during the winter. The 
prospects of a bumper yield of cotton: 
seed meal continues to exert a depress 
ing influence on the animal ammoni- 
ates and values are easier. The men- 
haden fishing improved somewhat dur- 
ing the week, but the aggregate catch 
the past two or three weeks has been 
disappointing. Pyrites are rather quiet. 
One important lot of domestic bone was 
offered, and a fairly sizable lot of 
Tennessee rock. Potash salts are meet- 
ing with a seasonable inquiry. For 
reviews of the Baltimore, Charleston 
and Chicago markets refer to index on 
page 21.

It seems as though those dealers who 
were content to wait hoping for a low- 
er market during the summer are 
bound to suffer for their tactics. For- 
eign sulphate is now quoted on the 
basis of $3.174%.@3.20, with importers 
still inclined to view that values will 
probably go higher.

Manchester, July 1911. 
The market for sulphate has again been 
stronger this week. There is a very good de- 
mand forward, the interest of the market being 
now chiefly in futures, but besides this there 
is a fair prompt trade doing for the time of 
year. As much as £14 per ton has been paid 
for January to June delivery, and the pur- 
chases for next year are indicative of a grow- 
ing confidence in the future of the market. 
Prompt sulphate in singles is worth about £13 
16s. 34d.@£13 l7s. 6d. The incr2ase in the gen- 
eral use of fertilizers is a permanent feature 
in agriculture, and unless there should be some 
phenomenal increase in supplies to counteract 
it, the chances are that the market for fertil- 
izers is a stable one, with a prospect of stead- 
ily improving prices. 
Manchester, Aug. 3, 1911. 

The market for ammonia sulphate continues 
strong, and there does not seem to be much 
fear as to the future, for sellers are now want- 
ing £14 2s. 6d. for forward delivery, while the 
price of prompt is £14. The settling of for- 
ward business at over £14 marks a great ad- 
vance in the ideas of buyers in regard to this 
market, and it is clear that a good demand 
is expected during the coming winter. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
A distinctly easier market prevailed in 
the West during the past week and 
trading was small and disappointing. 
The South as a whole is practically out 
of the market and that section will 
hardly be an important buyer until 
something more definite is known as 
regards the probable outturn of cotton- 
seed meal. Southern mixers are bank- 
ing on a large yield of meal forcing 
the animal ammoniate markets down- 
ward. Brokers during the week were 
offering 200 tons of August blood at 
$2.90 Chicago and 500 tons of high grade 
tankage at $2.65 Chicago. These prices 
would probably be shaded on impor- 
tant business. 

FISH SCRAP.—Reports from the 
Northern fleet during the past week 
indicated quite favorable returns, but 
the fishing for the past two weeks or 
more when considered as a whole has 
been rather disappointing. During the 
past week the fish taken off the 
Massachusetts coast were yielding 
from three to four gallons per thousand 
fish. The market for fish scrap in the 
meanwhile is very firm. Dried scrap 
is quoted at $3.25 and 10; acidulated at 
$2.80@2.85 and 35 and imported ground 
fish guano at $3.65@3.70 and 10.

Meantime the pack- 
ers are carrying heavy and steadily accumu- 
lating stocks, and it looks as though prices 
were due to make further downward slides be- 
fore the ‘‘Big Ben’’ combination, which is to 
awaken buyers, is discovered. 

DRIER BLOOD.—Nominal market quotation 
on ground dried blood for prompt shipment has 
been lowered from its recent mark of $3 to 
2.90 Chicago, and it is probable that a firm 
bid at a little lower than the latter figure 
would bring offerings. The trade is at a stand- 
still and sellers are seeking buyers. Prices 
en future deliveries have been withdrawn, the 
lack of interest displayed by prospective con- 
sumers having discouraged holders, who a few 
weeks ago were confident of booking a large 
volume of advance business at much higher 
figures than are now quoted for spot goods. 

GROUND HIGH GRADE TANKAGE.—Mar- 
ket has declined to a nominal price of $2.65 
and 10 Chicago and is not regarded as partic- 
ularly strong at the price, although there are 
a few packers still asking up to $2.67% and 
$2.70 and 10 Chicago for August shipments. 
Quotations on fall and winter shipments of this 
commodity have also been withdrawn and 
brokers confess their inability to work up any 
enthusiasm over the situation.

Baltimore Fertilizer Market. 
Baltimore, Aug. 17, 1911. 

No pronounced change has taken place in 
the fertilizer trade situation. Business con- 
tinues rather quiet, and there is little buy- 
ing except of lots of material which can be 
secured at bargain prices. The manufac- 
turers are not in need of Stocks at this time; 
at least their requirements are not of a 
pressing character, and the tendency is to 
maintain a waiting attitude and see what 
the future is likely to bring forth. Just now 
the indications are not defined with suffi- 
cient clearness to give the members of the 
trade a distinct view of the outlook, and be- 
cause of this state of affairs everyone is in- 
clined to hold back. The offerings of stocks, 
on the other hand, are not especially heavy. 
Sellers are ready enough to furnish quota- 
tions, but they are not disposed to engage 
in a scramble, and this helps to give a quiet 
touch to the trade. 

FISH SCRAP.—The general conditions of 
the trade in fish scrap are fairly good, and 
on August delivery the price quoted is 
around $3.25 and 10, f. o. b. factory. There 
is an absence of real pressure upon the mar- 
ket, the sellers taking a view that they 
have nothing to lose if they wait awhile. 
Information from the fishing grounds is to 
the effect that so far this season the catch 
continues moderately good, and that this 
also applies to the quality of the fish in the 
matter of yielding oil. An absence of ex- 
ceptional features in the trade is noted. 

TANKAGE.—The market for high-grade 
ground tankage is decidedly draggy. Buyers 
manifest indifference, and in the absence of 
a compensating demand from the section 
farther South, which for a time kept prices 
at a high notch, there is little to quicken 
the trade current or to give a touch of in- 
terest to the trade as a whole. The price

GROUND BLOOD.—The price of ground 
blood is nominally about $3.17%, c. and f., 
basis Baltimore, with no considerable 
amount of business developing and the buy- 
ers, as a rule, holding off to see what the 
future may bring forth.

NITRATE OF SODA.—The market for nitrate 
of soda shows considerable firmness and the 
tendency still appears to be upward. The

Trading in the local dyestuffs mar- 
ket during the past week was quite 
well up to what might be expected at 
this time of the year, although the 
general trend of affairs is still com- 
paratively tame. Indications are that 
the fall and winter months will bring 


with them a good volume of business, 
for there is already noticeable a 
spasmodic improvement in that the de- 
mand is quite urgent some days, but 
showing an inclination to fall off the 
following day. Several price changes 
were announced during the week. 
Zine dust advanced sharply owing to 
the higher spelter market abroad and 
the absence of water transportation in 
Germany on account of the prolonged 
drought. Sumac is lower for shipment, 


but spot is quiet and dull. Domestic 
potato starch is lower. (Nitrite of soda 
is firmer and scarce, with domestic 


manufacturers sold out. Sales of yel- 
low prussiate of potash have been 
made on a slightly lower basis. Al- 
bumens remain unchanged and rather 
quiet. Activity in aniline oil and salt 
is confined to contract distribution al- 
most exclusively. Bichromates are 
moving against contracts in a season- 
able way, but lack special mention. 
Cutch is easier in certain quarters. 
Hyposulphite of soda, indigo and 
myrabolanes lack new or interesting 
mention. Starches and dextrines are 
seasonably firm. Turmeric is un- 
changed locally and rather quiet. A 
detailed report of the local market 
follows:— 

ALBUMENS.—There has been no 
material change in the position of the 
market for the various descriptions of 
albumens during the past week and 
trading is as usual at this time of the 


year comparatively quiet and unim- 
portant. Contract withdrawals con- 
Stitute the principal activity. Pre- 


vious quotations remain unchanged at 
23@32c. for blood; egg at 50@57c. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—The 
usual quiet and featureless week was 
noted for these items and trading as 
heretofore principally confined to 
withdrawals against outstanding con- 
tracts. Owing to the absence of any 
appreciable competition prices have 
not been subject to change of any 
sort. Locally offerings and sales are 
conducted on the previous basis of

BICHROMATES.—The market § for 
the various descriptions of bichromates 
developed nothing in the way of spe- 
cial interest during the past week and 
trading as heretofore is_ principally 
confined to withdrawals against out- 
standing agreements.

Mid-Continent Petroleum Field. 
InJdependence, Kan., Aug. 16, 1911. 


Probably the most important feature of last 
week’s news was the announcement that the 
Centra! Fuel Oil Company had disconnected its 
400 wells from the Texas lines and returned to 
the Prairie Oil and Gas Company, which pipe 
line is now taking the production of the Priest- 
ley merger wells, amounting to over 8,000 bar- 
rels a day. This is one of the outcomes of the 
recent difficulties between the Central and the 
Texas Company. It will be recalled that the 
Central Company last January entered into an 
agreement whereby it was to deliver its pro- 
duction to the Texas Company and was to re- 
ceive 89 cents a barrel for the same, paying 
the Texas Company $72,000 a month on a basis 
of 18,009 barrels a day for transportation 
charges. The Central was never able to deliver 
18,000 barrels a day, and declined to pay 
$72,000 a month for that amount of transpor- 
tation, and for the further reason that the 
Texas Company had expended only $900,000 of 
the $3,000,000 borrowed from the Central for 
improving its pipe line facilities Thereupon 
the Texas Company refused to pay the Central 
anything for the oil it had run. It even went 
into the Federal Court and sought an injunc- 
tion to prevent the Central from disconnecting 
its wells from the Texas line. When Judge 
Camnbell heard the evidence at Muskogee he 
directed the Texas Company to pay the Central 
company for the oi] it had received, and fixed 
the amount the Central should pay the Texas 
Company at £21,000 a month. The Texas paid 
$146,000 of the half million it owed the Cen- 
tral company, but the relations of the two com- 
panies were more strained than ever. The 
next move was for the Central company to 
turn its production over to the Prairie, which 
it was arranging to do when the preliminary 
injunction was secured, What the next move 
will be is uncertain. The death of John W. 
Gates seems to have put the affairs of the 
Texas Company temporarily in the air. It is 
not believed, however, that the Texas Company 
will push the matter very far. 

The Interior Department at Washington has 
decided that pipe line companies are or ought 
to be common carriers, and to prove the same 
an investigation is to be started at Dallas, 
Texas, August 25, when all the big pipe line 
companies of the Middle West have been cited 
to appear and tell all they know about what 
they have been making in the transportation of 
oil. They have heen directed to bring their 
hooks and all other information which might 
in any way show how much money they have 
invested in pipe line facilities, what they have 
made on the investment, etc A royal battle 
is expected, as the Prairie Oil and Gas Com- 
pany denies that it is a common carrier, and 
it is expected to decline to give the information 
demanded, The Gulf and Texas companies are 
admittedly common carriers, each having 
posted regular tariff rates, but the fact re- 
mains that no pipe line company has ever yet 
heen able to accept and de'iver oil for another 
company The Texas Company came the 
nearest to this in the case of the Central Fuel 
Oil Company, but the attorney for the Texas 
Company emphaticallv stated in the argument 
of the case hefore Judge Campbell at Muskogee 
that the Texas* Company did not agree to 
transport the same oil, that all the oil that 
it took into its line immediately became 
its property, and that it could deliver at 
the Texas terminal any oil it wished, oil 
from Texas, from Caddo or elsewhere. No 
other pipe line company has ever attempted 
to transport oi] for others, and the argument Is 
made that no pipe line company has ever been 
asked to do so. The producer does not expect 
the pipe line to do s0; he asks the pipe line 
company to buy his oil and pay for it. In the 
case of the Prairie Oil and Gas Company, the 
pipe line is purely a private property, for the 
transportation only of its own oil. It has 
never posted tariff rates, it bought and paid 
eash for all rights of way, and in no manner 
exercised any of the rights or privileges of 
eminent domain or of a common carrier, and 
disclaims any right on the part of the Interior 
Department therefore to be declared a common 
earrier 

Electra, in the northern part of Texas, is 
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attracting a vast amount of attention now. 
The several thousand barrel wells and their 
apparent staying qualities, indicating a large 
body of reserve oil, have given that new field 
possibilities which the fraternity has not been 
slow to recognize, with the result that operators 
are flocking to Electra from all parts of the 
country. Incidentally it may be stated that the 
prospects are for the usual crop of fortunes 
made and lost. A few weeks ago it was pos- 
sible to get land near the field for $1 and $2 an 
acre Now they are paying several times that 
ten and fifteen miles away. Thousands upon 
thousands of acres have been leased. Andrew 
Benson, cf Independence, and his son Carl are 
among the largest leasers. They have over 
10,000 acres leased in every direction almost 
from the pool, some of it within a few hun- 
dred feet of one of the gushers. Lease prices 
near ‘mr are soaring skyward, but the gambling 
instinct of the oil operator prompts him to take 
the chance. 

But the question is, is Electra an oil field 
or a pool? Will it be like other Texas oil 
finds and cover small rich spot, or will it be 
like Cklahoma districts and spread over con- 
siderable area? That is the problem. Oil 
men believe it is more of an Oklahoma propo- 
sition than it is Texas, being just across the 
Oklakema line, and that it will attain wide 
proportions. Already it is three miles wide or 
long, which ever way it turns out. Another 
thing that gives it Oklahoma color is the fact 
that the oil was found close to heavy gas, big 
gassers havirg heen found for some time at 
Henryetta and Wichita Falls. On the theory 
that it is going to be a big field operators are 
scouring the country for miles around for 
leases, beirg now ten and fifteen miles im ad- 
vance of the pool, wells having been started 
six and eight miles out. 

These conclusions have not been reached 
through a blind faith, however. After the oil 
men made their rush into Electra and began 
investigating sand conditions they found that 
for years the farmers had been annoyed by 
finding in their drilled artesian wells oil which 
destroyed their water. The sand was found 
at a uniform depth, and in almost every in- 
stance for many miles around that country 
where test water wells were drilled. The sand, 
however, did not always bear oil. As has 
been stated, there are several sands at Electra 
from 550 to 1,600 feet and oil has been found 
in all of them but two. Thus great possibill- 
ties are held out. The great difficulty now 
for a new man in the field is the expense of 
getting in. Many of the tracts are in large 
blocks, one man owning 260,000 acres, and 
as high as $250 an acre is being paid. One oil 
company has taken up over 275,000 acres. It 
has got to be that if a man wants to get in 
the oil business he must have money and he 
must lease his land several years before the 
“first well is drilled.’’ 

Among the most extensive individual lease 
holders at Electra is a young woman from 
Chicago. This modest little woman is only 
nineteen years old. Quietly and unassumingly 
when the field was discovered she went out 
and began taking leases. She claims to be 
working alone, but if she is she is playing 
the game like an old-timer and sagaciously. 
After she had taken up considerable acreage, 
like the average greaser, she ran short of 
funds. She sold 3,000 acres of leases at $1 an 
acre, and this gave her all the cash she needed 
and she went out again and cleaned up a big 
block of prospective territory in every direc- 
tion from the flowing wells and for miles in 
advance. Producers from East and West have 
made her flattering cash offers for an interest 
in her holdings, but she has steadfastly de- 
clined them all and is going to take her 
chances alone in making a big killing. 

The operating companies are the Corsicana 
Petroleum Company, the Red River Oil Com- 
pany, the Honaker Electra Oil Company, the 
Palmer Oil Company, the Texas and Pro- 
ducers’ Company, the Matthews Oi! Company, 
the Wichita County Oil Company, the Silurean

The largest well 
in the field is about 1,200 barrels. 

Operators in this field are giving a great 
deal of attention to outside propositions this 
summer. They are taking a chance in 
Wyoming, in Texas, in California, in Arkansas 
and some are taking leases over in Missouri. 
If they could emigrate to the moon some of 
them would go there to take a chance. This is 
probably one reason it is so quiet in this 
field. There has not been a summer when it 
was more quiet in the mid-continent field than 
this. Everything save a certain amount of 
wildcatting and inside drilling on old leases 
is at a standstill. Of the 200 or 300 wildcat 
wells drilled the past two months not a single 
well has been brought in which would indicate 
anew pool. The best looking district at this 
time is the Pawnee pool, where some good 
wells, starting at from 150 to 300 barrels a 
day, are being found, but so far the pool has 
been confined to about five sections. The Sin- 
clair pool has apparently been confined to its 
present narrow limits in section 12-21-8, Osage, 
and now that the head is off there the wells 
being found are small and there is considera- 
ble doubt as to how much money will be made
